County citizens give 
windows for library 


When the new Shelby 
County library opens officially 
next month, visitors will note 
with pleasure the distinctive 
windows which are the first of 
their kind to appear in a 
Shelby County building. 

The long narrow panels of 
Stained glass were suggested to 
the county library board 
during the first discussions on 
the building’s architecture. 

County and city leaders 
were in favor of installing them 
so persons using the library 
could contemplate windows of 
beauty while they studied. The 
leaders agreed that the 
additional cost should not be 
passed on to the taxpayers. 
Accordingly donors were 
found to contribute the eight 
windows. 

Smith Stained Glass Studios 


of Fort Worth, Texas designed 
and made them. Construction 
differs from the traditional 
stained glass window, 

The library’s windows are 
faceted stained glass, made of 
glass dalles or slabs one inch 
thick. The glass is rough and 
set in an epoxy matrix 
developed exclusively by the 
Texas firm. 

The epoxy is colored tan to 
blend with the elm paneling on 
the inside of the building. 
Colors of glass are red, blue, 
yellow and clear. 

Each of the eight windows 
has a different design, decided 
upon by the building 
committee. Smith Company 
artists designed the glass 
around the ideas submitted to 
feature the American flag, the 
Alabama flag, a globe, laurel 
wreath, chalice, scroll, scales of 
justice and an inkpot and quill. 


Donor of the windows are 
Ehney A. Camp Jr., for Mrs. 
W.L. Christian; Handy Ellis 
family for Judge and Mrs, Ellis; 
Judge L.C. Walker; 
Columbiana Culture Club; Mrs, 
Emmie Davidson for the Joe 
‘Davidson family; Conrad 
Fowler and Jane Carter for Mr. 
and Mrs. Luther Fowler; Karl 
Harrison family for Mrs. Karl 
C. Harrison; and the Scott 
family in memory of Mr, and 
Mrs. George L. Scott, Sr. 


Woodlawn Baptist Church 
and the Birmingham Baptist 
Hospital have windows made in 
a similar way. 

Dedication date for the new 
library building is set for 
February 8. Books are being 
moved now from the old 
county library to the new 
location. The collection of the 
Columbiana City library will be 
moved soon. 


Politics, industrial expansion make 1969 headlines 


Politics, labor-management relations, industrial 
expansion, and landmark advances in education were 
among the principal headline makers in Shelby County 
during the last year of this decade. 

Nineteen sixty-nine proved to be another year of 
progress for the county’s industries. Early in the year 
John C. Beck, president of the Bethea Company, one of 
the county’s newest industries outlined development 
plans for his company in a speech before Montevallo’s 
Rotary Club. As the year closed yesterday, virtually all 
of the Bethea Company's plans have materialized, 
including the moving of general offices chemical 
laboratories, processing buildings and storage buildings 
T & site on highway 31 in Pelham. 

Another rapidly developing newcomer to the 
County, Modern Handling Systems, Inc. of Alabaster 
fulfilled developmental plans as outlined in Reporter 
articles appearing in issues of last January. In April, the 
firm announced it had been awarded a contract for 
producing a conveyor system for coal handling for the 
Tennessee Valley Association. A variety of contracts has 
increased employment at the north Alabaster firm to 
well over the 100 mark. 

A growing diversity in Shelby County produced 
products was revealed in the pages of the Reporter 
throughout the year. Fabric from Siluria Mills is finding 
its way into many finished products including nationally 
distributed grass and clipping bags for mowing machines. 
Helena’s Allied Flexible Products fashions the bags, 
processes them and ships them to national mowing 
machine companies. 

The Hackney Corporation, with a major 
installation in Columbiana, is the fastest growing 
manufacturer of chain link fence in the nation. Sales 
during 1969 were projected to reach $10.5 million. 

One of the nation’s largest loose leaf binder 
production facilities began production in February at a 
new plant in Vincent. The 80,000 square foot plant 
produces custom loose leaf binders, index tabs and other 
heat seal vinyl products for national distribution. The 
Vincent operation is a division of EBSCO Industries. 

CALIFORNIA FIRM ACQUIRED 

In March, Alabaster Plastics Corporation 
announced the acquisition of a Los Angeles plastics 
company and the moving of the California based firm to 
Alabaster. The acquisition of the California company 
eesulted in the formation of Alabaster Industries, now 
the parent company of Alabaster Plastics which 
manufactures an extensive line of houseware items and is 
one of the largest manufacturers for the premium and 
specialty industry. 

Casual slacks for men and boys began coming off 
the production line in Calera’s new Calera Manufacturing 
Company during April. The new Calera firm is a division 
of St. Louis’ Santana Sportswear Company. 

A million dollar transaction involving the purchase 
of Specification Rubber Products Incorporated by 
American Cast Iron Pipe Company was announced in 
April. 

GI’s in Vietnam began wearing a Shelby County 
produced item during 1969. The Perfection Textile 
Contracting Company of Vincent was ‘awarded a 
$341,000 contract in May to produce 299,000 
intrenching tool carriers. 

COAL AGAIN IN BOOTHTON 

For the first time in nearly 20 years coal began 
flowing through Boothton during the month of August, 
The A. E. Burgess Company began strip mining 
operations with a giant dragline capable of moving 20 
yards per bucket. A new preparation plant is now 
located at the site of the old Boothton mines. 

Another open pit operation was begun in early 
September, when the Southeast Division of Vulcan 
Materials Company started quarry operations for the 
production of construction aggregates. A temporary 
plant was set up near Helena. A permanent plant will 
eventually produce some 500 tons of construction 
aggregate per hour. The product will be used in highway 
building. 

Many other industrial firms in Shelby County 
including Seaman Timber Company of Montevallo, 

“National Standards of Columbiana and Abex of Calera 
expanded operations during the year just completed. 

Expansion of facilities was not confined to Shelby 
County's industries. 


New apartment complexes were started in Calera, 
Montevallo, and Columbiana. 

Groundbreaking ceremonies were held for a new 
county library in Columbiana and for a new municipal 
library in Vincent. Both buildings are completed. The 
Vincent library was dedicated last month. 

NEW SCHOOL FACILITIES 

An architectural design, new to Shelby County's 
schools, was employed in the construction of eight new 
classrooms at the Thompson School in Siluria. The new 
rooms built during the summer months feature 
classrooms built around a center core storage and service 
area. Interior walls are folding partitions. 

Transfer of the eleventh and twelfth grades from 
the all-Negro high schools in the county to formerly 
all-white schools was made in September, in line with 
court rulings. As with earlier integration under freedom 
of choice, the transition was made smoothly in the 
county. 

One side effect was overcrowded conditions in 
some schools while classrooms stood vacant in other 
buildings. 

Three major academic buildings were dedicated at 
Alabama College during May. A new three story library, 
a new science building and a new home management 
laboratory were officially named during ceremonies held 
in conjunction with Honors Day-Parents Day. Two new 
residence halls at the Montevallo school were opened in 
September, providing additional campus housing for 
some 200 coeds and more than 100 men students. 

Alabaster’s long-awaited new post office building 
was re-bid during May. Construction was begun during 
the fall. 

Four major telephone projects were completed by 
South Central Bell during the year just ended. Service 
was extended in the Harpersville, Calera, Chelsea and 
Sterrett- Vandiver-Bear Creek aréas. Cost of the four 
projects was in excess of $100,000. 

RECREATION 

Improvements on Lay Lake during the year 
included a new public access boat launch and picnic area 
constructed on a 10-acre tract some 13 miles southeast 
of Columbiana. When Lay Lake is fully developed, more 
than two million visitations per year ate expected. 
Popularity of the rapidly developing recreation area is 
graphically portrayed in a photograph appearing in the 
April 10th issue of the Reporter showing Columbiana’s 
streets being turned into a parade route for boats on 
their way to launching sites. 

The master plan for redeveloping and expanding 
Shelby County’s Oak Mountain State Park was 
announced by Governor Albert Brewer in February of 
last year. Plans that include a 2,500 seat amphitheatre, a 
chair lift, 150 campsites, convention facilities, a 
demonstration farm, nature camps and golf course are 
being developed by a Chattanooga firm. 

Federal funds totalling $400,000 are carmarked 
for Oak Mountain Park. Additional funds will come 
from state sources, 

MANY ESTABLISHED NAMES FADE AWAY 

Growth, expansion and future plans seemed to 
dominate in the county during 1969. One 43-year old 
county landmark, however, closed its doors for the last 
time in March. Twin Oaks, a favorite restaurant for 
north-south travellers from Canada to Florida served its 
last meal on Monday, March 31. Famed for barbecue, 
corn sticks, pies with high meringue and the quick wit 
and political comments of its owner-operator “Ma” 
Veazey, Twin Oaks began serving meals on January |, 
1926, Nestled under two giant Oak trees the little 
roadside cafe soon became an institution and was one of 
the county's best known land marks, 

Mrs, Veasey’s was not the only name to appear in 
headlines related to retirement, Names that had become 
synonyms for a particular service over many years were 
retired and citizens throughout the county had to learn 
new names, 

In mid January J.1. Harrison stepped down as 
chairman of the board of Columbiana’s First National 
Bank after a 45 year career in banking. 

On April 1 Ralph Henderson, Montevallo’s veteran 
city clerk retired, Harold Harlin Court Reporter for the 
18th Judicial Circuit for the past 34 years was appointed 
Supernumerary Court Reporter for Alabama and Paul 
Smith resigned as administrator of Shelby Memorial 


Hospital. 

Later in the year, J.W. Scott, supervisor of 
mineral leases for United States Steel retired after 35 
years of service. 

On August 16, Dr. Richard Crowe, pastor of 
Montevallo’s Baptist Church since 1961, resigned to 
assume a similar pastorate in Florence. 

SADNESS 

Sadness also found a place in the lives of Shelby 
Countians last year. Many names prominent in news 
stories over the years, made headlines for the last time. 

Nineteen sixty nine was less than a week old when 
heart attacks claimed the lives of Montevallo’s Police 
Chief Clement E. Nichols and welding pioneer Enoch 
Turnock. 

Walter Cecil Duke, Clerk of the Shelby County 
Board of Revenue for the past 34 years died on the last 
day of February. 

William Edgar Lovelady, Montevallo’s Ford dealer 
for more than 20 years died in mid June. 

C. B. Sydes, operator of Oak Mountain State Park 
since 1963 died in early August. 

One of Columbiana’s community leaders, Mrs. 
Mildred T. McDow died on August 4. 

LAW VIOLATION 

Early in the year Shelby County Sheriff C. P. 
“Red” Walker reopened one of the county's mysterious 
cases, The 17 year old disappearance of Mrs. Ann Bragg 
made headlines in January. The new leads led nowhere, 
however, and the case still remains a mystery. 

Law violations made headlines throughout the 
nation during 1969. Shelby County had its share, Late in 
January four prisoners escaped from the county jail in 
Columbiana, resulting in one of the county’s largest 
manhunts of the year. Three of the escapees were 
recaptured within 36 hours. Eight days later a “cat 
loving” burglar who killed a bloodhound and shot at a 
deputy sheriff was the object of another successful 
massive manhunt. 


In June “till tappers” successfully plied their trade 
in one of the county's banks. Their success was relatively 
short lived. They were returned from a neighboring state 
within thirty days. 

Late in October a state trooper's mobile home on 
Waxahatchee Creek was ripped by a bomb explosion. 

During the early morning hours of a Sunday in late 
October two escaped convicts were surprised by Helena’s 
Dr. Percy Nolen as they were in the process of 
burglarizing the Helena Drug Store. The burglars opened 
fire on the doctor, striking him in the face with 
buckshot. The doctor survived the ordeal, and another 
massive manhunt ended when Wilton’s Police Chief, 
Cooper Shaw apprehended the burglars in north 
Alabaster. ‘ 

One of the longest jury trials in recent times was 
conducted in early November, Joseph R. Harmon, one 
of three young men charged with terrorizing and robbing 
the William V. Adams family a year earlier, was 
sentenced to 30 years after the jury deliberated for 
nearly three days. 

A number of spectacular fires kept firefighters on 
the alert Uiurvugh 1969. A downtown cafe in Calera was 
gutted by flames in July. The Cardwell Furniture Store’s 
warehouse ws leveled in early August. Also during the 
summer a warehouse in Montevallo was struck by 
lightning. The resulting fire sent flames more than 100 
feet in the air. 

The month of November saw two serious fires, 
Calera’s Clara Neal restaurant suffered heavy damage as 
did Montevallo’s Handi-Mart grocery store. 

POLITICAL ACTIVITY 

Although 1969 was not considered a “political 
year”, voters were given the opportunity, several times, 
to express themselves on a variety of issues. 

A request for additional ad valorem taxes for 
Shelby Memorial hospital was turned down early in the 
year by the county’s Board of Revenue and Control. 

Another request for additional public funds in the 
form of a gasoline tax was aslo turned down, this time 
by voters in a special election held in October, 

Efforts made in 1969 to increase the boundaries of 
three municipalities in 1969 were frustrated. Voters in 
the Pelham area turned down a proposal to expand 
Pelham’s city limits, 

Petitions to expand Montevallo’s city limits were 


obtained by interested parties, but because no bill was 
introduced in the state legislature no election was held, 
and Montevallo's city limits remain unchanged. 

The Town of Harpersville expected to hold an 
election to expand its limits along Highway 280, and the 
legal advertising for the move was completed. However, 
a snafu in introducing the required legislation in 
Montgomery made it impossible to hold the election. 


On December 9 Shelby County voters went to the 
polls and voted to tax themselves one mill on their 
property for educational purposes. Principal use of this 
money will be to establish a vocational high school 
within the county. 

Voters also approved the present method 
electing their county superintendent of education, but 
voted to appoint the state superintendent. 

A C BECOMES UM 

It was in January of last year when plans were 
announced for the inauguration of Alabama College's 
tenth president.. On Tuesday, March 25th amid 
traditional pomp and ceremony, Kermit Johnson 
officially became president of the Montevallo school. 

The 73 year old institution remained in the news 
throughout the year. The largest graduating class in the 
school’s history received degrees in late spring. 

Alabama Governor Albert Brewer signed 
legislation during early summer, changing the name and 
status of the school and on September 1, AC became 
the University of Montevallo. 

In early September the University’s Board of 
Trustees announced a major revision in the 
administrative organization of the school. Three colleges 
were created and each college was assigned a dean. 

Later in the same month 2,200 students enrolled 
at the Montevallo school, making the fall semester, 1969 
a record breaking semester in many ways. 

SPORTS MAKE HEADLINES 

Sports news continued to capture the interest of 
many Reporter readers, In addition to records set in 
fishing and hunting, all recorded in Ed Blake's 
“Whistling Through the Heart of Dixie’ column, the 
front pages followed Alabama College's tennis team 
through an undefeated season, the Alabama Collegiate 
Conference championship and into the national finals 
held in Kansas City. Late spring editions carried pliotos 
of spirited horses and gaily costumed equestrians as the 
annual horse shows were held in Siluira and Columbiana

County was run in July. A picture of winner Keith 
Alexander and his trophies was a first page feature, of the 
July 31 issue of the Reporter. 

The enthusiasm of keen competition in football in 
spite of frequent rains and muddy gridirons was duly 
recorded throughout the fall months. Shelby County 


High of Columbiana and Montevallo High shared the 
county championship. 

As 1969 drew to a close the thinly clad, long 
legged basketball players began to invade the sport 
sections of the paper. 

LABOR UNREST 

The story that consumed the greatest number of 
column inches of type in 1969, was the continuing 
efforts of the United Textile Workers Union to orga: 
the workers at Columbiana’s Elastic Corporation of 
America plant. Some of the plant's workers establistied a 
picket line at $:30 a, m, on Monday, August 4 


Violence eventually erupted resulting in 
injunctions and the jailing of several strikers for 
contempt of court. 

Every issue of the paper for the next six weeks 
carried front page stories of that strike and a brief strike 
at the neighboring Hackney plant. 


A secret ballot election was conducted by the 
National Labor Relations Board at the Elastic plant on 
November 14, more than three months after the first 


picket line went up. The vote was 128 against the union, 
57 in favor of the union, 

Employees at Hackney and Simsco in Columbiana 
later voted in favor of unionization. 

Another story of the summer months related how 
four Shelby County youngsters participated in th 
state’s Sesquicentennial historical dram» staged for ap

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Sizzling political races predicted 
for candidates seeking offices 


By Marcia M. Sears 

While the thermometer is 
dropping in January’s cold 
wave, political candidates look 
at 1970 as a year when an 
unusually large number of 
offices will be filled by 
election, 

Several changes in rules have 
the county’s Democrats, 
Republicans and Independents 
studying fine print to know 
what course to take. 

The rule in effect two years 
ago, that all candidates of 
every party had to file an 
intent to run by March 1 has 
been thrown out by court 
decisions. A new judgeship in 
the 18th Judicial Circuit and a 
new office in the State Board 
of Education have been added 
and quvalifications for the 
office of superintendent of 
education have been lowered. 

In an attempt to help 
Straighten out the confusion, 
The Reporter interviewed 
Probate Judge Conrad Fowler, 
Circuit District Attorney James 
H. Sharbutt, Superintendent 
Elvin Hill and leaders of the 
Democrat and Republican 
Parties. 

Robert S. Vance of 
Birmingham, Chairman of the 
State Democratic Executive 
Committee told The Reporter 
Tuesday that the committee 
will meet January 30 and 31. 
He anticipates the Democrats 
will “probably make some 
changes in electing state 


committeemen, and in the 
election of county committee 
members in some counties.” 
He thinks the group will 
suggest a rule to establish a 


reasonable relationship 
between the number of 
members on county 


committees and the number of 
voters they represent. 

He cited an illustration of 
one county that had a 
committeman for 60 voters in 
one beat and a committeeman 
for 4,000 voters in another 


beat. This is the situation 
where the State Executive 
Committee will probably 


suggest a change be made. 

In Shelby County, three 
committee members are 
elected from each beat. At one 
time, the county Democrats 
considered requiring that one 
of the three be a woman to 
encourage women’s 
participation in voting, but no 
action was taken on this. 

Vance said the state group 
will probably establish 
February 28 as the final date 
for Democrats in all parts of 
the state to file as candidates 
for the May 5S primary. 

County Chairman L.C. 
Payne, told The Reporter that 
the county committee will 
meet to establish its rules as 
soon as possible after the state 
meeting. 

County Republicans are still 
not certain whether they will

House of Representatives and 
the newly created post of 
member of the State Board of 
Education. 

The post of state senator, 


representing Autauga, Chilton, 
Coosa and Shelby Counties will 
also be filled. Three or four 
candidates in Chilton County 
have indicated an interest in 
the post, but the rumor mill 
has only one candidate from 
Shelby showing interest to 
date, 

Two judgeships instead of 
one in the 18th Judicial Circuit 
will create interest in the 
primary. Both judges to be 
elected will serve Shelby, Clay 
and Coosa counties. Candidacy 
is restricted to _ persons 
“learned in the law.” The 
office of District Attorney for 
the Circuit is also open for 
election. 

On the county level, the 
offices of Probate Judge, State 
Representative and Sheriff will 
all be on the ballot this year.

One in twenty persons 


develop diabetes 


About one in_ twenty 
persons has or will develop 
diabetes and about half of 
those who already have the 
disease don’t even know it. 
Diabetes is a chronic condition 
which develops when the body 
cannot make use of certain 
foods, especially sugars and 
starches - - the carbohydrates. 
It may be fatal, although when 
properly treated and brought 
under control, it interferes very 


little with normal life and 
activity. 

The most common 
symptoms of diabetes are 
extreme thirst, frequent 


urination, constant hunger, loss 
of weight, itching, easy tiring, 
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changes in vision and slow 
healing of cuts and scratches. 
However, diabetes may be 
present without any obvious 
symptoms at all. 

The most likely to have 
diabetes are persons who are 
related to diabetics, who are 
overweight and past 45 years 
of age. Although diabetes 
occurs most frequently in 
middle age, it can develop at 
any time in life. It has been 
discovered in a nine - day - old 
boy and in a 99 - year - old 
woman. 

Once discovered, diabetes 
can be controlled by diet, 
exercise and - when necessary - 
insulin or one of the oral 
compounds that reduce blood 
sugar. A planned diet is the 
basic step in the successful 
control of diabetes. Neglect the 
disease and it leads to an 
increased risk of heart trouble, 
hardening of the arteries, 
cerebral hemorrhage, kidney 
disease, failing eyesight, 
gangrene and diabetic coma. 


In many areas of the state, 
diabetes detection drives are 
held periodically but whether 
or not you live in one of those 
areas, you can check with your 
family physician to get the 
simple test to determine if you 
are one of the estimated 1.6 
million persons in the United 
States who have the disease 
without knowing it.

Sixth Grade Financing 

We hear much discussion 
regarding our public school 
system. Here is a new angle on 
the subject now being tried out 
in the sixth grades in California 
schools. 

The new grade system is 
based on a point and incentive 
system that pays the student, 
in imaginary dollars, for good 
work and fines him when he 
falls down on the job. The 
teacher says the system works -

New private school organized 


under name of ‘Shelby Academy’ 


By Marcia M. Sears 


A new private school was 
organized Monday night by a 
group of about 130 persons 
gathered at the Camp Branch - 
Saginaw Civic Center. 

Dr. Warren Duke of 
Alabaster was chosen President 
of the group, which will file 
incorporation papers this week 
under the name “Shelby 
Academy.” 

Birmingham attorney Hugh 
Locke, Jr., outlined the legal 
background for setting up a 
private school, and the group 
adopted the certificate of 
incorporation and by-laws as 
presented by Locke. 

The Academy will be a 
non-profit corporation and will 
not ask for tax exempt status, 
Contributions to the school 
will probably not be tax 
exempt, Locke said. 

Other officers elected were 
James Aker, first vice - 
president, Dr, Paul Salter, 
second vice-president; Dr. 
Justin Fuller, third 
vice-president, Mrs. Sue Lacey, 
secretary; and Ben Grubbs, 
treasurer. 

Costs of sending children to 


the proposed school dominated 
the questions asked from the 
floor. After lengthy discussion, 
a vote was held to determine 
the membership cost, 
Sixty-five persons voted in 
favor of setting $100 as the 
family membership cost with 
12 persons voting in favor of 
$50. 

Locke indicated that other 
private schools in the state are 
charging from $35 to $50 per 
month tuition for the first 
child in a family and less for 
additional children. 

Under the proposed 
by-laws, the trustees will 
control member and student 
admissions to the academy. 
Good moral character, 
educational level and ability to 
learn are mentioned in the 
by-laws as requisites for 
students. 

The trustees will also 
determine the amount of 
tuition to be charged and will 
set the basic policies for 
operation of the school.

Fifteen corporations 
utilities paid more than 
$10,000 each for real and 
personal property taxes in 
Shelby County the past year. 

Dwarfing all other taxpayers 
is Southern Electric Generating 
Company which pays 
$821,200, or nine times the 
sum paid by the number two 
taxpayer, Alabama Power 
Company. The Power 
Company's tax for 1969 is up 
$19,000 over its tax for 1967. 

Coming in third is the giant 
lime producer located between 
Montevallo and Calera, 
Southern Cement, with a tax

tab of $66,000. 

Plantation Pipeline has 
moved to the number four spot 
with its tax payment of 
$61,000. Two years ago 
Plantation’s tax was $42,600, 
placing it fifth on the list. 

Colonial Pipeline’s tax is up 
$2,200 over two years ago, but 
now ranks in fifth place. 

Telephone company 
investment has increased South 
Central Bell’s tax by $8,800, 
but it remains number 6 on the 
county list. 

Assessments against the 
Southern and the L. & N, 
Railroads have increased in the 
years.

Alabama National Guardsmen 
called into service 20 times 


Major General Alfred C. 
Harrison, State Adjutant 
General, reports that Alabama 
National Guardsmen were 
called into State service twenty 
times during 1969 to give 
assistance to local authorities 
in a diversity of emergency 
situations. 


Nearly half of the 1969 call 
outs involved search and rescue 
operations stated General 
Harrison.

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Taxpayers Ask IRS 


This column of questions and answers on federal 
tax matters is provided by the local office of the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is published as a public 
service to taxpayers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 


Q) I'm a full-time college 
student and think I will get a 
tax refund, if I don’t have to 
count a $750 scholarship as 
income, Is it income? 


A) Scholarships are gener- 
ally not taxable and do not 
have to be reported for tax 
purposes. Since there are 
many different types of schol- 
arships, you will want to 
check with the organization 
that gave you the scholarship 
to see if they have informa- 
tion on its tax status. 


Q) Why did IRS drop the 
short form 1040A? 


A) One important reason 
was to make it easier for tax- 
payers to claim all the cred- 
its, deductions and exclusions 
they were entitled to under 
the tax laws. In recent years 
more and more taxpayers 
have found it to their advan- 
tage to itemize deductions as 
their income increased. 

The new Form 1040 is one 
basic page and actually calls 
for just about the same in- 
formation that had to be en- 
tered on the front and back 
of the old card form. Over 30 
million returns will need just 
the one-page Form 1040 to be 
complete, while another 22 
million will have to attach 
only one additional schedule. 


Copies of the schedules 
taxpayers will most likely 
need were included in the tax 
package mailed to some 75 
million taxpayers. 


Q) I got married in Decem- 
ber. Can my wife and I file a 
joint return for 19697 


A) Yes, if you are married 


on the last day of your tax 
year, you can file a joint re- 


turn. Your wife then cannot 
be claimed as a dependent on 
the return of another tax- 
payer. 


Q) Does the new tax form 
make any difference in the way 
a farmer handles his credit for 
gas used on the farm? 


A) No, the gas tax credit 
should be claimed as it has in 
the past by attaching Form 
4136. The amount of credit 
claimed should be entered on 
line 21 of Form 1040. 


Q) What is the surcharge 
rate for 1969 and how do you 
figure it? 


A) The income tax sur- 
charge is 10 percent for 1969. 
Tax surcharge tables are in- 
cluded in the tax packages

Remember that Schedule T, 
the tax computation schedule, 
will be just a worksheet for 
most taxpayers and need not 
be sent in with the Form 1040. 
Only if the taxpayer claims a 
special credit such as retire- 
ment income, investment or 
foreign tax, or has to pay self- 
employment tax, should Sched- 
ule T be sent in with the re- 
turn. 


Q) I rent out some land to a 
farmer nearby. Do I include 
the rents I receive as farm or 
rental income? 


A) Enter the rents you re- 
ceive from your land on 
Schedule E, as rental income, 
and attach it to your Form 
1040 when you file. 


Unless there is material 
participation in the business 
of farming, the rents you re- 
ceive are not considered farm 
income. 


Q) Are there any tax bene- 
fits for those 65 and over? I'll 
be able to file that way this 
year. 


A) Yes, there are several 
benefits for those 65 years of 
age and over. For example, 
there is an extra 3600 exemp- 
tion for age, and special pro- 
visions covering the sale of a 
personal residence. 

These are explained in Pub- 
lication 554, Tax Benefits for 
Older Americans.

Big game hunting is over in Alabama for the 1969-70 
season, 

Deer and fall turkey season closed across the state last 
Monday. We saw and had reports that a good many hunters 
were in the woods Monday for their last chance for a buck 
and gobbler, From the talk we hear around, it was a good 
season for many deer hunters in the county. 

We closed out our deer hunting season Saturday. 
Bobby Hughes and I stalk hunted for a few hours in the 
afternoon at the Oakmulgee Game Management Area south 
of Brent. We didn’t bring home the venison, but we were 
not alone, We heard of only one deer brought in to the 
checking stations, 

The number of deer killed at Oakmulgee vary directly 
proportional to the number of hunters, On the first hunt 
down there over 1,200 hunters brought in some 60 deer for 
an average of one deer for 20 hunters. As the season 
progressed less hunters attended the hunts and fewer deer 
were killed. On the last hunt of the season no deer were 
brought into the checking station where we obtained our 
permit and over 130 hunters were hunting out of that 
checking station, 

We also helped close out the stalk hunting this season 
on January 3 at the Cahaba Game Management Area 
between Montevallo and Centreville. There were just under 
100 hunters on that stalk hunt and the latest information 
we have, there were no deey killed there, 

There were only three deer killed in the Cahaba 
Management Area on. seven stalk hunts this season. Francis 
X. Lueth of Centrevillé, Bistrict Game Biologist, says that 
the problem in the Cahaba Management Area is too few 
hunters participating in the hunts. It takes a lot of hunters 
in that large of an area to keep the deer moving. Lueth 
reports the rate of growth of deer in the Cahaba Area is 
more favorable than in the Oakmulgee Area. 

The Cahaba Management Area is just a few years old 
and as the area becomes more popular with hunters and the 
hunters become more familiar with the woods, the chances 
of bringing out more deer should become more favorable.

The county is facing: a 
budget problem, particularly in 
the general fund, Probate 
Judge Conrad Fowler said last 
week. He and the members of 
the Board of Revenue have 
been wrestling with the budget 
after several unexpected blows 
hit this month. 


The current budget was 


devised for the fiscal year 
which began last Ocotber 1, 
based on the usual anticipated 
tax receipts and planned 
expenditures. At that time, 
normal growth patterns 
indicated the county would 
have increase in receipts, Then 
this month the Southern and 
L.&N. railroads withheld 
payment of half their

anticipated tax, asking a 
reduction from 30 percent to 
20 percent of their 1969 
assessment. 

The matter is expected to 
be settled in court, possibly as 
soon as February, but the 
amount withheld at the 
moment is $44,280, of which 
some $12,000 affects the 
general fund. 

An unexpected expenditure 
involves a new bill passed by 


the legislature last summer 
setting up a supernumerary 
status for probate judges, 


Judge L.C. Walker, Probate 
Judge of Shelby County for 24 
years, has applied for this 
Status to which he is entitled. 
It pays a monthly retirement 
of $450, or $5,400 per year 
from the general fund, 
however. 

Unexpected plumbing 
problems in the courthouse 
annex are another bugaboo 


besetting the Board of 
Revenue. An estimate of 
$11,000 to replace plumbing 
and air conditioning pipes in 
the annex has been received, 
Formal bids have not yet been 
sought. 

This is also the year when a 
contract let some time ago 
with Byrd Engineering Co. of 
Birmingham falls due. The 
county, with the Farmers 
Home Administration, 
authorized Byrd to make a 
study of water and sewerage 


needs in the county, The 
overall study was necessary 
before any community in the 


county could make application 
for funds for developing water 
systems. 

The FHA pays $9,000 and 
the county general fund will 
pay $6,000 for the study. 

Judge Fowler is 


investigating every avenue of 


possible income, He has found 


that receipts of the Road and 
Bridge fund can be used for 
general purposes where they 
are not pledged to paying off 
bonded indebtedness, 

Many counties use money 
from the Public Highway and 


Tratlic fund to pay salaries of 


deputies, but a local bill must 
be passed by a vote of the 


people to make this possible. 


On January 26, Judge 
Fowler and County Engineer 


James Ray have an 
appointment with Marion 
Wilkins, State Highway 


Director, to discuss possibilities 
of additional highway funds 
from the state. 

In short, The Board of 
Revenue is caught in the 
dilemma of shrinking income 
when increased demands for 
services are heard on every 
hand. A real juggling act is 
going on to live within the 
county budget.

This need not happen here with the concerted action 
of thinking citizens. 

The Reporter suggests the following steps which 
could be taken by various county groups to strengthen our 
public schools, but more importantly, to improve the 
educational and cultural level of all our children: 

Service clubs, individuals, even churches could hire 
special teachers for short term crash programs to teach 
reading. Low reading levels continue to hinder more of our 
children than anything else in education. 

The child who cannot read at the level of his grade 
becomes progressively discouraged and begins to fail other 
subjects, including mathematics. He then holds back the 
entire class. 

More is known about teaching reading now than ever 
in history, but somehow large numbers of children are not 
learning to be effective readers. 

County schools are well equipped with the latest 
mechanical aids, but the teachers lack time for effective 
individual work. For these reasons, The Reporter urges a 
crash program in reading, financed from sources outside the 
schools, These extra teachers could work within the schools 
under the direction of the principals or could hold classes 
outside school hours, 

This idea is not as far-fetched as it may seem. Many 
county groups raise thousands of dollars for athletic and 
lunch programs. They could do the same for reading. 

The field is open for specialized teaching in math, 
science and other areas, but reading is the basic need. 

The cultural level is more difficult to measure but can 
be raised in many ways in Shelby County. 

Providing wide experiences for our children in art, 
music, theater and environment is the key to this. 

Art is sadly neglected, music is oriented toward 
bands, and about the only live theater our children 
experience is the once a year children’s play directed by 
Mrs. Willilee Trumbauer at the University of Montevallo,

cotton voluntary farm programs will begin Feb. 2 and 
continue through March 20, according to H.C. McDanal, 
Shelby County Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation 


Committee Chairman. 


Before the sign-up period begins, every effort will be 
made to provide farmers with full details of the programs. ° 
Notice of feed grain base acres, projected yields, and payment 


rates will be mailed to farmers. 


Participants who comply are eligible for price-support 
loans and payments on their feed grain, wheat and cotton 
crops. Also, feed grain and wheat producers may receive 
payments if they will plant something else. 

No provisions for diverted cotton acres are included 
since there is no excess supply of cotton, 

Last year about 30 percent of the wheat farms were 
signed up in the ASC farm program, about 40 percent of the 
feed grain farms, and 99 percent of the cotton farms in Shelby 


County, McDanal said.

In a county that is a national leader in limestone 
production, most of the children have never seen a quarry 


in operation, 


Where we still raise hundreds of acres of cotton, most 
of our children have not walked in a cotton field, held a 
boll in their hands or watched a gin operate. 

The same holds true for the vast local production of 


broilers and eggs. 


And swimming - though the county is bordered with 
water and dotted with lakes, far too few know the 
essentials of a sport that develops great self confidence. 

Industries could advance help in this area of study by 
encouraging tours and setting up educational programs to 
widen the child’s interest and increase his knowledge. 


In order to meet the new day effectively, the public 
schools themselves need to reorganize teaching patterns, 
adopting the best of the new ideas, discarding some of their 
wasteful practices. The individual student needs more 
attention than he gets. Let the schools throw out the roll 
calling, the fund raising, the trivia. Let aides handle the 
unskilled work and provide opportunity for the real 


teachers to teach, 


The Alabama Educational TV network is an excellent 


resource, inadequately used. 


For a few years at least, we can do without the 
luxury of allowing the schools to be the social center of the 
community, Churches and city recreation programs can 
reassert themselves in this role. 

The cost of filling in the gaps, as suggested by The 
Reporter, will be considerable, but we feel it will be far less 
than the cost of a private academy, 

The Indian Springs School of Rt. |, Helena, presents a 
Shelby County example of the staggering sums needed to 
build and operate a top flight private school.

Indian Springs opened in 1952, endowed by the 
Woodward estate, and organized under the Alabama 
Education Foundation as a four year boys’ preparatory 
school. Today its plant is valued at $2% million, including 
buildings, equipment and 700 acres of land. 

The foundation owns two office buildings in 
downtown Birmingham and all rents and income are 
available for school use. 

Even with this capital, the tuition fee for a day 
student (hours 8-3) is $1400 per year; for a boarding 
student, $2700. 

Dr. R. C. Crosby, Associate Director of Indian 
Springs provided The Reporter this information and added 
that the per-student expenditure by the school is in excess 
of $3000 per year. The foundation makes up the difference 
between tuition and cost, 

The pupil-teacher ratio at ISS is eight to one. The 
school enjoys tax-exempt status and it voluntarily 
integrated the student body last fall. 

The proposed Shelby Academy would teach all 12 
grades, the lower grades admittedly less costly to administer 
than high school grades, A pupil- teacher ratio of 20 or 25 
to | is planned at the Academy. 

But Shelby Academy will not be tax exempt and this 
is a serious handicap, particularly for prospective donors, 
who will not be able to deduct gifts from their income tax,

For addiiiwnual photos of the grisly 
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Unmarked grave opened 
as bizarre story unfolds 


“He died in agony, not in 
peace,” James M. Sharbutt, 
Shelby County District 
Attorney, commented as 
lawmen’s shovels uncovered a 
face last Thursday from a 
shallow grave in North Shelby 
County. 

“Yes, he died in agony, not 
in peace,” Sharbutt repeated as 
State, federal and county law 

nforcement agents huddled 
over the grave to examine the 
gaping mouth of the corpse. 

The bizarre story that 
apparently began nearly a year 
ago and reportedly involves 
murder, attempted bank 
robbery, desertion from the 
armed forces, unlawful flight, 
armed robbery and an alleged 
case of mistaken identity began 
to unfold in Shelby County 
Thursday, when a Columbus, 
Georgia attorney furnished the 
Shelby County Sheriff's 
Department a hand-drawn map 
of a presumed gravesite and 
requested permission to search 
for the site and for the body of 
an alleged murder victim. 

Accompanied by FBI 
agents, Columbus attorney 
James B. Finely showed the 
map to Shelby County deputy 
sheriffs. The roughly drawn 
map indicated a location on 
the property of Miss Bess Free 
of Route 1, Box 86-A, Helena. 
The site is just off Shelby 
County Road 17, also know as 
the Valley Dale Road. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Joe 
Roden, who was investigating 
the area alone, discovered what 
he believed was the grave. 
Shovels and picks were brought 
to the site and it was soon 
apparent that there was indeed 


a badly decomposed body. 

Sheriff C. P. “Red” Walker 
directed the exhuming process. 

The body is presumed to be 
that of Harold Dean Zyble, a 
23-year-old white male who 
was born in  Sheboygen, 
Michigan. The F B I said 
that a federal warrant had been 
issued for Zyble on February 
27th, 1969, with charges of 
desertion from the army, 
unlawful flight to avoid 
prosecution and armed 
robbery. Zyble was assigned to 
Ft. Benning, Georgia at the 
time desertion charges were 
brought against him. He had 
been listed as a wanted deserter 
since that time. 

Attorney Finley, who is 
representing a client charged 
with nightime armed robbery, 
in Georgia was recently given a 
handwritten letter addressed to 
his client. The letter was from 
a prisoner in Atlanta’s Federal 
Prison and indicated that 
Finley’s client had been 
incorrectly identified as a 
participant in a Piggly Wiggly 
Grocery Store robbery. The 
letter also indicated that t®e 
writer knew who was guilty. 

Attorney Finley eventually 
was given permission to visit 
the letter writer, Eugene 
Smith, in his prison cell in 
Atlanta. Smith not only 
indicated that Finley’s client 
was mistakenly identified, but 
he identified another person 
whom he said was guilty - - a 
person who had later been shot 
twice in the chest, once in the 
back of the head and buried in 
a crude grave in a wooded area 
in north Shelby County. 

The prisoner sketched a 


map showing the location. It 
was this map that led Chief 
Deputy Sheriff Joe Roden to 
the location yesterday 
afternoon, 

Although the case is far 
from complete, other 
information seemed to indicate 
that the corpse uncovered is 
that of the missing Zyble and 
that he probably was killed and 
buried on or about May 1, 
1969, F 

Smith was identified by 
Finley as one of four men who 
were arrested while 
unsuccessfully attempting to 
rob the Fourth National Bank 
of Columbus, Georgia last 
October, All four were arrested 
and are now in prison, 

One of the four, Dan 


Forester, according to reports, 
rented a small house located 
across a dry lake bed from 
where the corpse was 
uncovered yesterday. 

At the scene investigating 
the case in addition to FBI 
agents, Sheriff Walker and 
Chief Deputy Roden, were 
State toxicologist Dr. Robert 
Johnson, District Attorney 
James Sharbutt and Shelby 
County Assistant Coroner, Rob- 
ert Bolton. 

Identification of the corpse 
is awaiting dental and medical 


records, 


Sheriff Walker and FBI 
agents went to Atlanta Monday 
evening to continue the 
investigation of the mystery.

W. G. “Mac” McCarley of Autauga County was 
re-instated as a member of the Alabama State Senate by a 
three-judge federal panel in Montgomery Tuesday. 

The judges ruled that McCarley received no adequate 
notice of the allegations made against him and no formal 
charges were made against him in the Senate before the 
Senators voted to expel him during last summer's session of 
the state legislature, 

The judges added that charges against him were vague 
and that the Senate did not give him an opportunity to 
answer them. 

The judges further ruled that McCarley is entitled to 
receive back pay. 


No one had been elected to replace McCarley as the 
senator representing Shelby, Autauga, Chilton and Coosa 
Counties. His term expires at the end of this year, but there 
is no legislative session scheduled for this year. 


Judge of Probate Conrad M, Fowler has said that he 
will be a candidate for re-election to the office he now 
holds. 

Judge Fowler indicated that he will begin his 
campaign after the meeting of the county Democratic 
Executive committee, to be held in early February.

often than not, ineffectively. 

Interestingly, the Shelby Academy has been in 
existence for less than two weeks, and for the first time in 
our memory The Reporter, local officials, and public 
educators are beginning to examine openly the weaknesses 
in public education and even bring forth some ideas for the 
improvement of the academic program. 

Why have these community leaders suddenly aroused 
themselves trom their lethargic state? The reason is obvious 
- + the competition which the Shelby Academy will provide 
the heretofore sacrosanct public schools. 

Next - - implicit in your article is the idea that the 
establishment of the Shelby Academy will injure or even 
destroy public education in this county, You fail to 
mention that already a substantial number of parents, 
including yourself, are sending their children to 
independent schools - - at Indian Springs, at Marion, and in 
Birmingham. Certainly you don’t believe that the actions of 
these parents have injured the public schools of Shelby 
County. They have simply exercised their right of choice in 
selecting a school for their children. 

It is inconceivable that the Shelby Academy, with 
perhaps only iwo or three hundred students, will cause the 
collapse of public schools in this county. If it does, then the 
public schools are obviously so weak there is little reason 
for maintaining them. 

In your article you express doubts concerning the 
ability of the sponsors of the Shelby Academy to succeed 
in their endeavor. For example, you make a comparison 
between the new-born Shelby Academy and the long 
established Indian Springs School, pointing out the 
extraordinarily high cost of educating a child at the latter, 

Since your own son attends Indian Springs, you 
should be quite aware that the two schools are hardly 
comparable. Indian Springs is fundamentally a high school, 
with an unusually low pupil-teacher ratio; it caters largely 
to wealthy parents who wish to prepare their children for 
acceptance by Ivy League type colleges. 

In contrast, the Shelby Academy is presently 
concerned only with establishing a primary school and a 
junior high, though it does hope to add the tenth, eleventh, 
and twelfth grades in the near future, The operating costs 
for primary and junior high grades are far less than those 
for high schools such as Indian Springs. Other independent 
schools are operating very successfully in the Birmingham 
area, as well as elsewhere in the state, by charging tuitions 
which range from only $200 to $500 a year ($20 to $50 
per month), not the $1400 you say Indian Springs charges 

These independent schools are able to maintain 
excellent academic programs; not because of their wealth or 
their buildings; but because of the dedication and 
excellence of their teachers, the emphasis on superior 
academic instruction available in smaller classes, the 
absence of bureaucratic red tape, the lack of disciplinary 
problems that large heterogeneous classes usually bring, and 
the determination of their students to learn as much as they 
can because their own parents are paying the bill. 

Far from injuring this county and its public schools, 
the Shelby Academy can become a permanent asset. It will 
provide an alternative to those children who for various 
reasons can best be served in a small independent school as 
opposed to a large public one; it will provide an academic 
example for the public schools to follow in improving their 
programs; it could even encourage industry to move into 
this county, since the children of the future employees 
would have a choice of schools for their children. 

Just as it is possible for two service stations, two 
grocery stores, two automobile dealers, and even two 
newspapers to exist together in the same community, so it 
is possible for two types of schools to co-exist, 

You point out quite correctly that recent court 
decisions regarding the public schools have stimulated 
interest in independent schools. In light of these court 
decisions, the officers of the Shelby Academy are 
convinced that the citizens of this county no longer have a 
voice in the operation of their public schools. The courts 
dictate to each child which school he must attend, 
regardless of his individual preference or needs; teachers 
are, in effect, assigned to schools without regard to their 
special qualifications or the specific needs of the schools. 

We believe that under these wholly unfair court 
orders, the public schools will suffer a serious decline in 
academic quality. To believe otherwise is to indulge in the 
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emy replies 


most naive type of fantasy. 

Your answers to the educational problems we now 
face are nothing more than grasping for straws, “Crash 
programs” in reading and patchwork “enrichment” courses 
given on weekends by untrained members of service clubs 
cannot possibly fill the educational needs of our children, 
We see the Shelby Academy as a way of meeting the 
academic needs of some of our children during these 
difficult times. Obviously, neither the Academy nor any 
other independent school is the answer for all the children, 
We will continue to give our support to public education in 
hopes that, even under the control of the courts, it can still 
serve others. 

You should also understand that, despite rumors and 
innuendoes to the contrary, our efforts are in no way 
directed against the many fine Negroes of our community, 
or anyone else for that matter. The Academy's charter 
contains no racial or religious restrictions nor will such 
restrictions be included in its operational policies. The 
Academy will not be oriented, as some of our more 
self-righteous critics seem to think, toward the preaching of

some sort of racist ideology. You can be assured that the 
a ideology it will preach is love of country and faith in 
od. 

We believe the Shelby Academy is going to succeed. 
The response to this infant organization has been 
extraordinary. With no publicity other than one article in 
The Reporter, people from all over Shelby County and even 
some from Jefferson County have made inquiries. They 
want to enter their children in it; they want to teach in it; 


-or they just want to do whatever they can to help it get 


started, 

In this age of cynicism and apathy, we have been 
encouraged because so many people of our area have shown 
their unselfish willingness to work together - - not for 


* profit, not for power, not for political fav ors - - but to 


create something for their children which they believe is 
good and worthwhile, 

The panic and fear which seem to be running 
rampant among those who oppose the Academy are wholly 
unwarranted, The Academy is not going “to destroy” or 
even weaken public education; it is going to complement it. 
Rather than trying to discourage the establishment of the 
Academy, the Reporter and other public-spirited

Heart of Dixie

If you like to hunt behind a good bird dog, watch 
beagles comb a briar patch and listen to the deep-throaty 
tones of a ‘coon hound, then this is your time of the year. 

Quail, rabbit, raccoon and opposum seasons will run 
through February 28th in Alabama. On the last day of 
February, Shelby County sportsmen will be putting their 
hunting equipment on the shelf and dragging out the fishing 
tackle. The crappie should be biting about then and Lay 
Lake promises to give the fishermen tremendous action this 
season, 


Turkeys next- 


Spring turkey season opens in the county on March 
20. Bill Hughes of Four Mile called the office Monday 
inquiring about the closing date on quail. The conversation 
shifted to deer and turkey and Bill gave us a report on his 
hunting experiences this season. He didn’t kill a deer this 
season unless you count the one that did more than $400 
worth of damage to his automobile on Halloween night. 
Looking back, Bill said, his deer hunting was plagued from 
the very start. On opening day, a stray buck shot glanced 
off a rock and inflicted a bad bruise just above his belly 
button. 

Bill said he is looking forward to the spring turkey 
season, He reports he is using the third-day system on 
spotting turkeys. Explaining this system, Bill said he has 
been seeing turkeys on his way to work in Wilsonville. 
Within the same hour every third day, he sees the turkeys in 
the same place. He said he used the system last year, but 
did not have the system straight. He was not counting the 
day he saw them as day Number 1; therefore, he was always 
a day late. That sounds like me and my fishing along the 
gulf coast. It seems that I am always just one day late 
according to the Chamber of Commerce. 


Big year for deer- 


I caught Conservation Officer Doyle Wood walking 
by the office last week and pulled him inside for a run 
down on deer season. Doyle estimated between 200 and 
250 deer were killed this season in Shelby County. He said 
the hunting pressure from Jefferson County is being felt 
strongly in Shelby County. We are located adjacent to 
Birmingham's large population and the hunters are pouring 
into the county in larger numbers each year. This area is 
about the closest place they have to hunt. We recognize 
their problem; however, we hope it doesn’t adversely affect 
our deer population. 


Blackbirds problem- 


We heard the other day that the Federal men are 
moving in on the blackbirds in North Alabama. The report 
said that they are dumping large quantities of detergents 
from airplanes on the roosting areas. They are hoping that 
the detergent will wash away the protective oils from the 
birds and as a result the birds will die of exposure. 


The blackbirds are becoming more of a problem to 
farmers and sportsmen. We were duck hunting near a 
cornfield on Lay Lake last year and heard what we thought 
was a herd of elephants grazing among the corn stalks. We 
looked around and the field was black with black birds. 
They were savagely robbing the field of the last grain of 
seed, 


A spokesman from the Conservation Department said 
about the only solution he can come up with is to put a 
daily bag limit and a short season on the black birds to 
entice more hunters to gun the blackbirds and grackle.

I can close my eyes and still 
see the bodies of my comrades 
lying in the blood-stained 
snow; knowing that they died 
fighting and not taking the 
easy way out. They died for 
democracy as did the 
Americans at Valley Forge and 
Iwo Jima and Vietnam, and we 
who remain would not be 
keeping the faith if we did rot 
speak out. 


Certainly, the establishment 
of private schools will present 
some hardships and sacrifices, 
but they can be solved and 
overcome. 

To some parents who find 
their children being sent by a 
dictatorial court to a school 
which they don’t approve, 
private schools may be the 
only answer.

Occupancy in the nursing 
home was down slightly, 
showing a total of 14,238 days 
this year and 14,376 the year 
before. 

The long term indebtedness 
of the hospital is in three 
categories. Bonds payable of 
$108,000 remain from = an 
Original issue of $300,000 of 
bonds dated August 1, 1957. 

Three $32,000 warrants are 
due annually beginning Feb. 1 
1970. The last debt of 
$140,000 is payable at 
$20,000 annually. Tax funds 
available after these 
requirements are met may be 
used at the discretion of the 
board for operation, 
replacement and expansion.

‘Buckle Up’ campaign urged 
for county highway safety

With ever-increasing 
numbers of vehicles using 
County, State and Interstate 
routes the incidence of 
accidents is also increasing at 
an alarming rate. Records 
indicate that during 1969, in 
Shelby County, we 
experienced 442 traffic 


accidents on County and State 
highways. Of the 442 
accidents, in Shelby County, 
there were 101 injuries and 18 
fatalities, or an increase of 80% 
over 1967, Injuries showed a 
like percentage increase. 
Causes, as reported by the 
investigating officers, indicate 
the major cause of all traffic 
accidents are: driving while 
intoxicated, excessive speed, 
inattention to signs and safety 
devices, failure yield, 
running stop signs and animals 


to 


in the road. Driving while 
intoxicated and excessive speed 
are, by far, the major causes of 
all traffic accidents. 
Conservatively, it is felt 
presently that less than half of 
our motorists are using the 
simple safety precaution of 
“buckling up”. Seat belts and 
shoulder straps, now included 
on late model automobiles, are 
very simple and neglecting 
their use by not bothering to 
“buckle up” can literally be a 
fatal mistake. Recent polls by 
the Automotive Industry 
Highway Safety Committee 
showed that less than 45% of 
all motorists polled used their 
seat belts for local trips up to 
25 miles, yci four out of five 
traffic accidents occur within 
25 miles o1 the c.iver’s home. 
It takes only seconds to 
fasten a safety belt and but for 
lack of this quick and easy act,

The twin brothers said the hunting was great and the 
guides considered their number of kills on a two-day hunt 
to be very high.

If you wait until the dogwood trees are in full bloom, 
you'll miss a lot of good crappie fishing. 

In the past the bloom of the dogwood was a signal to 
crappie fishermen to gear up because the crappie fishing 
would be hot along the banks and the fish heavy with eggs 
for the spawn. Buck Falkner of Columbiana says sure you'll 
catch fish when the dogwood blooms but the best fishing 
will be behind you, 

Many crappie fishermen are adding pounds of proof to 
Buck’s theory, now. A few warm days is all it takes to 
trigger the crappie’s annual pilgrimage from the deeps, Eggs 
are already developing in the crappie and that’s a sign to 
any fisherman that it won’t be long now. It may not be 
today or tomorrow, but soon, I want to be there when it 
happens, 

We were down on the river Saturday, but we were 
fishing in the wrong spots and pulled out too soon. We 
managed to leave without getting skunked, but not by 
much, We figured the crappie would be in the brush tops in 
Reid Creek, but we learned Monday morning that they 
were way up the creeks in clearer water, 

Larry Edmondson of Keystone and a couple of his 
fishing buddies scored Saturday night. They brought in a 
stringer of 60 crappie fishing under lanterns, Larry said they 
were fishing shallow and that several slab-sized crappie were 
among their catch. That proves that the crappie will 
cooperate if your hide is thick enough to ward off the cold 
this time of year. 


Attention boat owners; 


Water Safety Division officials of the Department of 


Conservation said Tuesday that about 500 Alabama boat 
owners have re-registered their boats under invalid numbers. 

Beginning Oct. 1, 1968, all boats were issued new 
numbers. All numbers issued before that date are invalid. 
Only boats with numbers issued after that date may be 
re-registered without obtaining a new number. 

Since all numbers issued before Oct. 1, 1968, are invalid, 
no transfer is required for change of ownership. 

All boat owners who have re-registered their vessels for 
the current fiscal year which began Oct. 1, 1969, should 
check their registration numbers for validity. If your boat is 
currently registered under the same number that it had 
before Oct. 1, 1968, this number is invalid and you must 
obtain a new registration number. 

If you have an invalid registration number, return the 
registration certificate to the issuing office, have the 
number voided, and you will be issued a new number. The 
validation decals issued with the invalid registration 
certificate number will be retained and used with the new 
registration number. New validation decals WILL NOT be 
issued when a new number is issued to replace an invalid 
number.

Lansford said that when 
he talked with Circuit Clerk L.G. Fulton Tuesday morning 
and found that Fulton would not be a candidate again, 
Lansford decided to make the race. The much-admired 
Lansford has served as Lieutenant in the Shelby County 
Sheriffs Department for a number of years. Next week's 
Reporter will carry a biography of Lansford. 


Four men had qualified with the Shelby County 
Democratic Executive committee chairman, L.C. Payne, to 
run for the Board of Revenue from district two, (as of 10 a.m. 
Tuesday). 

Don Lovelady, Montevallo, Jack Brantley, Rt. 1, 
Maylene, Lynder Henry, Alabaster and Ed Daviston of Pea 
Ridge are listed as seeking the post now held by E. C. “Buck” 
Wooten, Wooten has not announced whether he will seek the 
office again or not. 

District Two is composed of the southwest area of the 
county, from Highway 31 west to the county boundary and 
from Calera to north Alabaster. 

Payne told The Reporter that only one candidate, Alton 
Parker, the incumbent, has qualified for Board of Revenue, 
District Four. 

Elvin Hill has announced his candidacy for the office of 
Superintendent of Education. At present he is unopposed. 

Board of Education members Lavon Moore Chelsea and 
James M. Rowe, Jr., Vincent, have qualified to seek office for 
the upcoming term. Moore has served a six-year term. Rowe 
was appointed to fill out the term vacated by J. A. Lowe This 
is a county-wide race.

Deadline for filing with the Democratic committee is the 
end of February. 


Shelby County’s Democratic Executive committee met

Chairman L. C. Payne appointed a committee composed 
of Arthur Davis, L.C. Walker, Fred McClendon, Thornton 
Anderson and F. D. Elliott to set the qualifying fees for local 
candidates. 

The fee for candidates for the office of Probate Judge 
was set at $400. To run for sheriff, a candidate must pay $300 
for Circuit Clerk, $250; for Superintendent of Education, 
$250 and for the two places on the Board of Revenue, $75 
each. Candidates for offices on the county board of education, 
for coroner and for beat committeemen will have no fee to 
pay. 

Three candidates for the State Senate were present and 
announced their intention to seek the office now held by 
W.G. “Mac” McCarley. Obie Littleton of Clanton, who 
formerly lived in Shelby County where he was in the 
construction business and later with the Shelby County 
Savings & Loan, announced for the Senate. Alex Hayes of 
Clanton, who ran for the office 12 years ago wnen Joe Graham 
was elected, notified the county Democrats he would be a 
candidate. H. A. ‘‘Doc’’ Rubin an Alabaster Town 
Councilman, threw his hat in the ring for the Senate, making it 
a three-man race at the outset.

If you believe that crappie and bass follow an annual 
cycle, then this weekend is the beginning of several big 
fishing weekends on Lay Lake. 

We have the proof. We pulled out last year’s fishing 
reports and beginning with George Washington’s birthday, 
the 22nd of February, fishermen began reporting fine 
catches of both bass and crappie. 

Doug Byars and Red Ezelle of Alabaster turned in the 
first report last year. They used a pink-eyed Hellbender to 

bring in a catch of 11 bass averaging from one to two 

pounds from the willow islands near Camp Okomo. 
The following day last year Nolan Bailey of 
Columbiana and Victor Price of Shelby reported a catch of 
30 bass weighing from one to three pounds after working 
an 11S Rapala above the bridge on Spring Creek. 

Hammett T. George, fishing out of Bozo’s Camp, 
brought in 11 bass, the largest going over five poiunds, a 
limit of 50 crappie and five stripes on February 25th. The 
fish gitters on that day were the Spot, black doll flies and 
minnows. He found the crappie two feet deep. 

Norman Lefkovits, Bub Gordon and Buddy Kelly 
went the next day and worked large minnows two feet deep 
around the umbrella bushes near the new public boat 
launch at Old Kibby’s Camp to load the boat with 109 
crappie. 

We could go on and on with additional proof that the 
last week in February last year was the week to load the 
boat on crappie and bass, but we are just about to come 
down with a bad case of the fishing fever and there is a 
P newspaper to put to bed. 

Bobby Hughes, Don Hughes and I found the crappie 
6 last weekend on Reed Creek. We left shortly after noon 
with 29 crappie and one bass. The crappie were 
concentrated at the edge of the fish harbors from three to 
eight feet deep. 

We heard that boats were stacked like stove wood in 
Peckerwood Creek last Saturday. We had several reports 


“= that the fish harbors in Peckerwood were productive. 
I'll bet my best crappie pole that crappie and bass will 
be tearing it up on Lay Lake from this weekend on. The 
crappie and bass should be larger this year. Everything 
seems to be adding up to a terrific fishing year on Lay 
. Lake.

with yeggs, bootleggers 


A variety of cases kept 


county law enforcement 
officials busy this week, 
involved with burglars, 


counterfeiters, and bootleggers. 

R. H. Steele meant to put 
an end to burglary at his 
grocery on the Valley Dale 
Road, when he installed bars 
and strong locks throughout 
the store. However, last week 
he caught Eugene J. Goodwin, 
45, an ex-convict from Helena 
in the store trying to get out 


with several boxes of 
merchandise. Goodwin 
apparently gained entrance 


through a fan opening in the 
roof. Once inside the store, 
however, Goodwin could not 
get out the way he entered or 
through any of the doors. 

» In Montevallo, Sherman 
“jolland returned from driving 
an antique car to a movie 
location at Kilby Prison 
Saturday to find three men 
attempting to break into the 
safe at the Ford Company. He 
gave chase and caught one of 
them himslef. The thief turned 
out to be Harry Minifield of 
Ninth Ave., Birmingham. The 
others are being sought.

..boost sales over $500,000 


Piggies that went to market from Shelby County 
in January helped boost sales over the half-million dollar 
mark for the Central Alabama Feeder Pig Association. 

This is a record breaking year for the association 
which was organized a year and a-half ago. In the 
December sale, a group of top feeder pigs brought a 
price of §$.71 per pound, believed. to be an all-time 
recerd high in the state. 

Feeder pig farmers from eight central Alabama 
counties organized the association in 1968 to provide a 
mass outlet for feeder pigs. 

As a start the farmers brought some 400 pigs to 
the sale and returned to their farms with between 
$6,000 and $7,000. The breeders left the sale 
encouraged by the new sales system, but recognized the 
need for upgrading their herds in quality and numbers, 
Assistant Extension Agent Joel Thompson explained. As 
a result, the feeder pig farmers from central Alabama are 
now selling approximately 2,000 pigs each month for 
$50,000. 

Some 30 farmers in the feeder pig business 
Shelby County are providing about 25 per cent of the 
pigs sold, according to County Agent William “Buck” 
Clark.

Buyers from all sections of the southeast attend 
the sales and return to their operations with some of 
Shelby County’s feeder pigs. Others are returned to their 
native county where three major Shelby County buyers 
top-out the pigs for the pork market. 


Preparations for the monthly Thursday sales begin 
on Wednesday afternoon when farmers start arriving 
with their feeder pigs. The pigs are unloaded at the sales 
barn and are graded by a USDA grader. Color paint is 
used to mark the quality of each pig. Number one grade 
pigs receive a silver marking which indicates to the buyer 
that these pigs are top quality, have little fat and the 
potential for rapid, quality growth. (Clark explained to a 
novice that the number one grade feeder pig has nice 
hams and walks like an office girl.) The pigs vary from 
the top grade through four classes to the utility grade, 

Lach feeder pig is then inspected, vaccinated and 
weighed in groups. The pigs are placed in pens according 
to weight and grade averages. The auction begins at 
1 p.m. and buyers purchase the feeder pigs in pen lots 

The buyers pick up their pigs, the farmers are 
issued checks and this important cycle in the pork 
industry begins anew,

Residents near post office 
eligible for home delivery 


If you live between 
one-fourth mile and one-hall 
mile from a post office you 
will now be eligible for mail 
delivery at home. 

The postmasters of Shelby 
County said this week that a 
new order from Postmaster 
General Winton M. Blount will 
mean substantial improvements 
in mail delivery service. 

Postmaster General Blount 
has advised local postmasters 
of provisions of a new order 
making home delivery services 
available for the first time to 
four million Americans. 

The service improvement 
applies to persons served out of 
18,700 first, second and third 
class post offices over the 
country that do not have city 
delivery services. Affected are 
those postal customers living 
more than a quarter mile away 
from these offices and less than 
half a mile away. Persons living 
less than half a mile away 
previously had not been 
provided this service. 

To get the new service it is 
only necessary that those living 


in the eligible areas ask their 
postmasters to provide it, and a 
majority of those to be served 
must want the home service. 

Under Mr. 
those living less than a quarter 
mile from the post office will 
continue to pick up their mail 
at these offices. 

**But,”’ the postmaster 
noted, “that’s no more than a 
few blocks. This order, 
however, will make the home 
deliveries available wherever 
desired by the majority of 
those living beyond a quarter 
mile. 


“This distance factor can be 
significant for much of the 
year in areas where severe 
weather conditions prevail; in 
areas where large numbers of 
older persons are living, or in 
more remote sections where 
even a little distance may mean 
a lot in terms of travel 
difficulties.” 


The expansion of services 
should be virtually complete’ in 
all of the affected delivery

The offices of Probate me of Shelby County and 
Circuit Clerk and Register will no longer be on the fee system 
beginning with the next term, Jan. 1, 1971, 

Other county offices which formerly were on the fee 
system went on the salary system at the beginning of their last 
term, such as tax assessor, tax collector, sheriff, etc, 

Although the Probate Judge is considered the top 
county official, the salary for this position is exceeded by the 
salaries paid the sheriff and superintendent of education. 

The sheriff's salary was increased to its present amount 
by a bill in the last session of the legislature, which set sheriff's

Serviceman’s family seeks help 


The Shelby County family of a serviceman who 
has been missing in action since last July and is 
presumed to be a prisoner of war of the North 
Vietnamese asked The Shelby County Reporter to print 
the following letter. The letter was written by the wife 
of another American prisoner of war. The families are 
asking people not for money, but merely to write a 
letter that can be shown to North Vietnamese 
authorities in the hope of impressing them that 
Americans care. 

The Shelby County Reporter strongly supports 
this letter writing campaign and is happy to lend its 
support to this humanitarian cause, 

We are writing this letter for the benefit of our 
husbands, son and hundreds of other brave men who are 
presently classified as POW's or Missing in Action, in 
North Vietnam, South Vietnam (detained by the Viet 
Cong and Laos (detained by the pathet Lao). 

Since our first American pilot was captured in, 
August 1964, some families have waited as long as five 
and a half years without either communication or 
knowledge of their loved one. Most of us, after years of 
waiting, do not know whether our men are dead or alive. 
Be that as it may, the purpose of this letter is not to win 
sympathy for the wives and families waiting, our 
objective is to seek help for our men who are suffering, 
maybe dying in a POW camp. We have our families, 
friends, the comfort of our homes, the freedom of our 
country - - everything except the men who are so dear to 
us and who are most important. On the other hand, our 
men have nothing, absolutely nothing. Not even the 
solace and comfort of a letter from home.

The Reporter obtained this public information by 
telephoning the office of State Superintendent of Education 
Ernest Stone who referred us to W. H. Kimbrough. Kimbrough 
expressed astonishment that the figure was not available 
locally, and immediately provided us with this information.

Rites held for Owen Bridges 


Scores of persons from all 
farts of Alabama gathered at 
the Montevallo Cemetery 
Sunday for the graveside rites 
of Owen Bridges, 53, who died 
unexpectedly Saturday at his 
home in Montgomery. 

~ Bridges was born in Bessey 
Mines, Alabama and moved 
with his family to Boothton 
when he was a young boy.

for annexation 


A bill to permit residents of 
areas near Harpersville to vote 
on the question of being 
included in the Harpersville 
City limits is being submitted 
to the legislature this week.

Frigid temperatures Friday and Saturday nights 
apparently slowed down crappie fishing over the weekend 


on Lay Lake, However, we 


did see some fishermen with 


respectable strings of fish Sunday afternoon. 
One fishermen pulled into the dock with an ice chest 
half filled with crappie and a few bass. He said late Sunday 


afternoon the crappie came 


to the surface on Peckerwood 


Creek and were hitting like bass feeding on the surface. He 
used a Sputnik around the clay points in the creek to turn 
the last two hours of fishing into an exciting afternoon. 
Reports are that the hot spot over the weekend was on 
Beeswax Creek. Several fishermen found the crappie at the 


edge of the old creek bed. 


Welby Rasco brought in a five and one-quarter pound 
bass last week on a crappie rig. He said he fished Lay Lake 
every morning last week and averaged catching 20 crappie 
each day. The bass fishermen should take note of this: 
Welby said he had his crappie hook straightened on three 
occasions last week by big bass. Apparently the bass are 


lying in the thick stuff with 


the crappie. Welby said many 


fishermen are fishing the edges of the partially submerged 
forests, but the action is better if you move deeper into the 
fish harbors, He explained that you will miss about as many 
crappie as you will catch in the thick stuff, but there is 
where he has been finding the crappie.

} Birmingham fisherman hauled the limit of bass out of Lay 
Lake last Thursday. Baucum said one bass would have 
tipped the scales at around nine pounds. He said there were 
several other big bass among the catch. As for the lure used, 
the fisherman was not eager to make a comment. 

We heard a good fish tale last week. As the story goes, 
one fisherman said he caught a fish so big that when he 


pulled it into the boat, the 


level of the lake dropped two 


feet. In fact, the water level dropped so swiftly that it 


caused the wheel on a grist

back up so fast that the mill unground 30 bushels of corn. 

We also had a report last week from the river that is 
less humorous, in fact it was down right disgusting.

‘;Maany important changes in 
the personnel and policy 
operation of the department 
have been made since Walker 
assumed office. First he 
pressed to modernize and 
up-grade the image of the 
department. Countywide radio 
communication was installed in 
all Sheriffs cars, All cities were 
put on the Sheriff's county 
radio frequency giving 24 hour 
instant communication with all 
cities in the county.

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Employment outlook 
favorable in county 


The employment picture in 
Shelby and Chilton counties is 
outlined in a recent report 
released by the Calera Office of 
the Alabama State 
Employment Service. Bill 
Varden, Manager of the Calera 
office, recommends that 
persons seeking employment 
register with the office and 
that employers hire local 
residents. The text of the 
report follows: 

The total estimated civilian 
work force for the combined 
Shelby-Chilton County area 
was 16,940 in December. A 
drop of 730 from September 
was primarily due to a seasonal 
decline of 560 agricultural 
workers following the fall 
harvesting. The work force 
advanced 1,000 from 
December 1968, representing 
continued growth in the area 
due ‘to new and expanding 
industries. 


Employment Trends 

Nonagricultural 
employment dropped 200 
from September to total 
14,810 in December. 
Manufacturing accounted for 
most of the reduction as it 
slipped 150 due to layoffs in 
several firms as contracts were 
completed, 

An increase of 980 
nonagricultural jobs since 
December 1968 was mainly 
attributed to manufacturing 
which climbed 610. New firms 
moving into the area, along 
with expansion in present 
firms, accounted for the 
growth. Nonmanufacturing 
contributed 170 to the annual 
gain, primarily as a result of 
expanded state and local 
government payrolls. 


Unemployment 
December’s unemployed 
numbered 760, up 30 from 
* September's level. Layoffs in 
manufacturing were 
responsible for the majority of 
the gain, as approximately 60 
percent of those without jobs 
were covered by 
unemploymént insurance: The 


» 


over-the-year increase of 80 
was primarily due to the 
addition of new and reentrants 
to the area’s work force. 
December’s unemployed 
measured 4,5 percent of the 
civilian work force, as 
compared to 4.1 percent in 
September and 4,3 percent in 
December 1968. Improvement 
in the area’s unemployment 
situation can be seen when 
comparing annual average 
unemployment rates, In 1969 
there were 4.2 percent 
unemployed as contrasted with 
5.2 percent in 1968. 

Labor Demand and Supply 

At the end of December, 
498 persons seeking 
employment were registered 
with the Calera local office. 
Approximately 67 percent of 
the applicants were women and 
over 45 percent of the women 
had experience in machine 
trades and benchwork. 

An apparent shortage of 
men in the labor supply has 
motivated some firms to 
restructure jobs in order that 
women can perform them in 
place of men. This is believed 
to be a successful way of 
expanding plant operations 
under present circumstances. 


Outlook 

The outlook for the two 
counties over the next six to 
twelve months appears 
favorable. A few firms have 
expressed an interest in setting 
up plants in the area during the 
coming year which would add 
substantially to employment if 
they should decide to build. 
Expansion is continuing at 
several plants and should push 
manufacturing up about 200 
during 1970. 

Something to look forward 
to in the future is the 
development of the Coosa 
River. A recent bond issue, for 
development of the waterway, 
was passed. It is believed that 
once this work is begun it 
should attract heavy industry 
to the area, since water, not 
now available, will be easily 
accessible.

Heart diseases predicted 
to cause half of state’s deaths 


Citing diseases of heart and 
blood vessels as the No. | killer 
in both state and nation, the 
president of the Alabama Heart 
Association predicted today 
that cardiovascular diseases will 
cause more than half of all 
deaths in Alabama during 
1970. 

Based on previous Alabama 
mortality, Dr. H.H. 
Hutchinson, of Montgomery, 
president of the association, 
said it is likely that 32,392 
residents of Alabama will die 
this year and that 16,350 of 
these deaths will be caused by 
some form of heart or 
circulatory disease. 

In the nation as a whole, 
one or another of the 
cardiovascular diseases takes 
the life of an American every 
31 seconds. 

Surviving sufferers of heart 
disease in Alabama, Dr. 
Hutchinson said, number at 
least one in every 16 of the 
population - at - large including 
children. This makes at least 
200,000 Alabamians with 
known cardiovascular disease. 
By cardiovascular disease is 
meant coronary, hypertensive, 
rheumatic, congenital and 
analogous forms of heart 
problems excluding persons 
suffering from the effects of 
stroke or from hypertension 
without discernible heart 
disease. 

““Nationally,” said Dr. 
Hutchinson, ‘“‘the overall 
economic cost of 
cardiovascular disease has been 
placed at $9.6 billion yearly.” 

Dr, Hutchinson also pointed 
out that the people of Alabama 
are benefiting from advances in 
diagnosis, care, and treatment, 
achieved over the past 20

20.1%.

WHEREAS, we of the Press Association acknowledge that the 
First Amendment is not a licensing contract for publishers and other 
media owners and operators, but is a guarantee to all the people of 
the nation of their right to free and unobstructed access to all types 
of information contributing to public enlightenment and public 


welfare; and 


WHEREAS, _ the 


American press has discharged it's 


responsibility as a vital segment in our free society in such a manner 
that the United States stands as a beacon light for the world in 
social enlightenment, personal freedom, and opportunity for 
maximum economic development of each individual; and 


WHEREAS, 
society -- 


in the diverse clements that make up our 
ethnically, economically, socially and culturally -- the 


challenges of the American press as a channel for creating common 
national goals with social harmony, tolerance and understanding 
among all the peoples is greater than it ever has been and exceeds 
that of the press structure anywhere in the world; and 

WHEREAS, under these conditions the Press recognizes 
conditions and situations that in our free society could lead to 
criticism and in response newspapers have never placed themselves 
above criticism but have, in fact, welcomed it and benefited from it;

WHEREAS, newspapers question not the right of those who 
criticize, for in doing so they are exercising the right of free speech 
as guaranteed by the Constitution, but do view with alarm when 
those criticisms incorporate implications of restrictions or curbs 
unless the press conform to certain attitudes in their policies; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that newspapers 
renew and rededicate themselves to continued responsible exercise

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‘Sesame Street’ aids parents 
in teaching pre-schoolers

You can help teach children 
--and it doesn’t take a teacher’s 
certificate or months of 
training to do it. 

All across the country 
volunteers and organizations 
have been working hard to 
make certain that “Sesame 
Street,” television’s new series 
for preschoolers, is a success, 
They have helped organize 
small viewing groups in 
underprivileged neighborhoods, 
And just like so many parents 
they are trying to emphasize 
and reinforce what is taught on 
the program, 

We at Children’s Television 
Workshop have had a number 
of requests for suggestions in 
working with these children, 
The following activities would 
work just as well for a mother 
teaching her own preschooler. 

Teaching Letters: Many 
mothers have noticed that, 
after watching Seasame Street, 
a youngster has gone through 
magazines picking out the 
letters that were taught on the 
show, Make a cardboard 
cut-out of that day’s letter, 
show it to the children and 
practice its name with them. 
Then give each child a 
magazine and let him find each 
letter for you. 

Give the youngster a great 
deal of encouragement and 
praise him when he finds the 
righ letter. If he gives you the 
wrong letter, show him the 
cut-out again and work with 
him while he is looking for the 
right letter, 

Teaching numbers: Buy 
some play money at the 
five-and- ten cent store. Let the 
children take turns playing Mr. 
Hooper, Sesame Street's 
grocer. The other children can 
buy imaginary things from the 
store, Pretend that the things 
they are buying cost the same 
amount as the numbers taught 
on the program. Let the 
youngsters take turns counting 
out the right number of 
pennies. 

We have noticed that 
children like to sing the 
counting song while the show

is on, Sing along with them, 
It’s an enjoyable way for them 
to learn to count. 

Teaching Children to Pay 
Closer Attention to Things 
Around Them: Bring in a box 
of small objects that children 
would recognize, such as a 
spoon, toothbrush, ball, pencil, 
ring and can. Show one child 
an object and let him give the 


other children clues as to what. 


it is. Help him to use new 
words to describe it, such as 
round, smooth, heavy, or hard, 
Then the other children should 
try to guess what the object is, 
"Put these same objects in a 
sock and let each child guess 
what it is by feeling it. 
There are many other little 


games like these that can be 
used to reinforce the teachings 
of Sesame Street. Try to use 
things that happen on the show 
to start an activity, The 
children will enjoy it and so 
will you.

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_ 1970 crop payments 
two months early 
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Farmers in Shelby County 
can look forward to getting 
paid two months earlier this 
year than last, 

ASC Committee Chairman 
H.C. McDanal said the 
speed-up in payments is in 
recognition of the extreme 
financing problem faced by 
farmers and is very welcome 
news. He predicted that most 
of the 1970-crop payments will 
be made to farmers in July or 
August in accordance with a 
directive from Secretary of 
Agriculture Clifford M, Hardin. 

““Last year in Shelby 
County, feed grain and cotton 
payments were not completed 
until October. This change wi?! 
make quite a difference,” 
McDanal said, 

The speed-up applies to all 
the voluntary farm programs - 
feed grain and cotton price 
Support, wheat marketing 
certificates, and payments for 
voluntary diversion of feed 
grain and wheat. 

McDanal pointed out that 
the early payment operation 
will also depend on producers 
certifying compliance with 
program provisions somewhat 
earlier than in the past. “I’m 
sure we will have good 
cooperation from Shelby 


County producers in this,” he 
said. 

He asked that farm program 
participants be reminded that 
they can request measurement 
service when they sign up for 
the voluntary feed grain, wheat 
and cotton programs. Sign-up 
period is February 2 through 
March 20 at the County ASCS 
Office, Measurement service is 
provided at cost. 

McDanal pointed out that 
farmers who are in the program 
must certify the exact acreage 
they have planted to the 
program crops and the exact 
acreage diverted, “Certification 
means that a farmer has 
complied with the program 
provisions - not that he intends 
to comply. When he certifies, 
that means his acreage on that 
day is exactly what he certi- 
fies it is. 


“For some farmers, early 
certification may mean they 
will have to move some of their 
work up a little ahead of what 
they planned,” he said. 


The big news at the 
moment, he said, is that final 
farm program payments for 
1970 are expected to reach 
farmers during July and 
August. 


Alabama Power 
seeks new license 


Alabama Power Company 
has filed application with the 
Federal Power Commission for 
a new license to continue 
operation of the company’s 
Mitchell Dam on the Coosa 
River near Clanton, Walter 
Bouldin, Alabama Power board 
chairman, said today. The 
license, which was originally 
issued to Alabama Power in 
1924 for a 50-year period 
under the Federal Power Act, 
expires on June 26, 1971. 

“Mitchell Dam is one of the 
earliest hydroelectric projects 


f ee by the Federal Power 


ommission,” Mr. Bouldin 
said, “‘and, therefore, is among 
the first major projects to 
come up for relicensing by the 
Commission.” 

Mr. Bouldin expressed 
optimism that the Federal 
Power Commission would issue 
a new license to Alabama 
Power Company, though the 
‘Dhited States does have the 
right to take over the project if 
it should so elect. 

The company’s application 
for a new license had to be 
filed no later than March 1,

1970. Mr. Bouldin said, “This 
application includes essentially 
the project as it will exist on 
June 26, 1971, the license 
expiration date, plus the 
proposed addition of 80,000 
kilowatts of capacity.” 


Mitchell Dam was placed in 
service by the company in 
1923. It is a conventional 
hydroelectric facility with a 
present generating capacity of 
72,500 kilowatts. The lake 
created by the dam, a 
1,264-foot-concrete structure, 
covers 5,850 acres and has a 
Shoreline of 147. miles, 
Extensive development has 
resulted in its becoming one of 
Alabama’s most attractive 
recreation sites, offering 
opportunities for boating, 
swimming, fishing, and other 
water sports. 


Mitchell Dam generating 
units are used primarily to 
supply the peak load 
requirements of the public 
served by the interconnected 
electric system of Alabama 
Power. The project also has a 
role in the overall plan of the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
for navigational development 
of the Coosa River. 
Additionally, the dam provides 
@ maximum measure of flood 
control when coordinated with 
other projects owned and 
operated by the company on 
the Coosa and Tallapoosa 
Rivers. 


Expiration of the 
company’s existing licenses for 
its Martin Dam on the 
Tallapoosa River and Jordan 
Dam on the Coosa River will 
be in 1973 and 1975, 
respectively.

More than 10,993 
telephones operate in Shelby 
County, while the entire 
European continent has only 
66,267 in service. 

These figures, as of January 
1, 1970, were released today 
by John W. Godwin, manager 
for South Central Bell. They 
were listed in the latest issue of 
“The World’s Telephones,” 
which is published yearly by 
the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company. 

Godwin also noted some 
other interesting statistics: 

Alabama's 1,191,266 
telephones place it ahead of 
such countries as Finland, 
Hungary, Norway, Portugal 
and Yugoslavia in total number 
of phones in operation. 

-+ The State has almost half 
as many telephones as the 
entire continent of Africa, 

The Bell system's annual 
statistical review listed 238 
million worldwide telephones, 
about half of which are located 
on the North American 


continent. There is one phone 
for every two persons in North 
America, as compared with 


#bout one for every ten 
Europeans. 
Godwin reported that a 


dozen new places were added 
to the international 
communications network in 
1969 as overseas telephone 
calls continued to increase at 
an annual rate of 25 per cent. 
The Pacific island of Nauru, 
with 350 phones, is the newext 
country to join the network, 

The United States continues 
to be the world leader in total 
number of telephones with 
more than 109 million, In fact, 
Godwin pointed out, there are 
almost as many phones in this 
country as there are in the rest 
of the world combined. 


The average number of

County school officials interpret the court’s order as 
giving them little if any leeway in hiring, firing and 
placement of teachers. 

They voiced concern in the board’s meeting of 
February 25 that the court order has taken administrative 
judgement away from the superintendent, principals and 
the board in the placing of teachers. 

The board is aiso concerned over the court’s striking 
of the section which would have allowed pupil transfer in 
“hardship” cases. In the receat past, the board has allowed 
few transfers, and then chiefly in cases where a teacher who 
lived in one community and taught in another wanted to 
have her own children attend school where she taught.

story on salaries 


I returned home late Friday 
evening after a full week in 
Montgomery representing 
Shelby County during the 
special session of the 
Legislature called by Governor 
Brewer. 

1 was amazed at the 
contents of an article in the 
Shelby County Reporter 
concerning salaries of county 
officials. 

There were several errors 
and omissions in this article 
and I'll take them one by one: 

Error No. 1: The Reporter 
stated that the pistol permit 
fee was a part of the Sheriff's 
salary which it positively is 
not! When the pistol permit 
bill was passed, I put a section 
in the bill which clearly 
earmarked the use of this fund 
for law enforcement pruposes 
Only! It is absolutely illegal for 
the Sheriff to use this fund for 
any personal use! 

It is to be used for such 
things as sending officers to 
Police Academy, Drug Abuse 
schools, Sex Crime schools, 
special Lab Equipment, etc. 
This fund is audited annualy 
by the State Department of 
Examiners of Public Accounty. 

This bill was considered 
such a good benefit for law 
enforcement, that twenty- 
three other counties have since 
copied this bill and passed it in 
the legislature. 

Error No. 2: The Reporter 
stated that the Sheriff's salary 
was $15,000.00 when she 
knows it is now $12,000.00 
per year. The $15,000.00 
salary does NOT take effect 
until 1971 as a result of a bill 
passed by the 1969 legislature 
which took all sheriffs in all 
sixty-seven counties (not 
“*several” counties as the 
Reporter stated) off the old 
corrupt fee system, and put 
them on a salary basis and 
further set the salary of the 
Sheriffs of each county based 
on the population of the 
county. 

Now, concerning the results 
of this lasts week’s session of 
the legislature. The main call 
for the session was to pass the 
so-called “Freedom Of Choice” 
law similar to the law in New 
York, which passed easily, with 
no Opposition, 

However, I frankly think 
this bill will have no effect or 
benefit to us in Shelby County, 
because the courts have already 
closed certain schools and 
shifted grades around all over 
the county to take effect next

September. 

For example, if a child who 
formerly went to Thompson 
Elementary School is in the 
fifth grade, he has no choice 
except to go to Alabaster negro 
school because that is the only 
fifth grade in the area. In my 
opinion, this is poor freedom 
of choice for everybody. 

Several other bills of much 
greater value were introduced. 
I sponsored and got passed, in 
the House by an 87-4 vote, a 
bill which would have provided 
a 90-day exemption from the 
truancy law to any parent who 
found their child to be in a 
school situation to be 
considered to be unsafe or 
unhealthy. 


Another Bill which passed 
the House easily would provide 
job protection for teachers 
transferred against their will as 
a result of Court orders. 

Even though both of these 
bills easily passed the House, 
Governor Brewer's floor 
leaders killed them in the 
senate by gaining enough 
support to pass a motion for 
adjournment. 

Before this happened, a bill 
passed both houses, and of 
course, will become law when 
the governor signs it which is 
of importance to Shelby 
County teachers. 

This Bill removed the 
requirement for the County 
Board of Education to set 
further pay raises for teachers 
on a merit basis devised by the 
Board, These future raises, 
(approximately 8.2%) will be 
“across the board” increases 
and not based on any merit 
formula.

County plan for school desegregation 


the following resolution on December 10, 1969: 


“The Shelby County Board of Education, 
being cognizant of the steps previously taken to comply with the 
Court Orders on School Desegregation; and in compliance with 
the mandate of Judges Robert T. Rives, H.H. Grooms, and 
Frank M., Johnson, Jr. ....issued October 23, 1969, recognizes its 
responsibility to establish a unitary school system.” “To this 
end, the Board directs that the Superintendent and all other 
school employees, take whatever additional steps are necessary 
to comply with those parts of the October 23 Court Order which 
are applicable to them. The Board also directs the 
Superintendent and his staff to keep the Board informed at each 
Stage in the development of the plan and to present the plan in 
its final form for BOard approval prior to submitting it to the 
Clerk of the Court on January 15, 1970.” 


Il. THE DESEGREGATION PLAN In compliance with the mandate 
of the Federal Court for the immediate establishment of a unitary 
school system, which mandate is followed in the policy of the 
Shelby County Board of Education, adopted on December 10, 
1969, and in conformity with the policies contained in this 
document, the following comprehensive plan to disestablish the dual 
system of schools in Shelby County, will be implemented at the 
beginning of the school year 1970-71. 


A. Factors considered and applied for implementation of the 
October 23 Court Order: 


The following factors were considered and applied with 
regard to the adoption of the assignment of pupils in 
the Shelby County schools to commence with the 
opening of schools in September, 1970: 


Capacity of Schools: The capacity of each school in the 
Shelby County School System is included in the composite 
information appendices attached to this document. It is 
essential that appropriate consideration be given to the’ 
location, pupil capacity and age group served by each school. 


Geographical and high school attendance areas: Students will 
be assigned to high school attendance areas in which they live. 
Specific areas are Vincent, Chelsea, Columbiana, Calera, 
Montevallo, and Siluria-Alabaster. 


Buses will not cross the major attendance areas. It is considered 
desirable to assign students to schools nearest their homes. 


Exhibit “A™ presents the high school attendance areas for 
Shelby County. A student will not be allowed to leave the 
attendance area of any school if the student's grade is taught in 
that school except in cases of extreme hardship. 


Attendance areas: Attendance areas described in Exhibit “A™ 
are expected to remain fairly constant, however, because of 
population shifts, these areas may change from time to time. 


B. SCHOOL ATTENDANCE AREAS: 
1, Vincent High School Attendance area: 


All students in grades one through six in W.A. Jones and Vincent 
communities will attend W.A, Jones School. All students in 
grades seven through twelve will attend the present Vincent High 
and Elementary School. All students in grades one through six in 
Sterrett Community will attend Sterrett Elementary. 


2. Chelsea High School attendance area: 


All students in grades one through twelve will attend Chelsea 
High School. 


3. Columbiana High School attendance area: 


All students in grades one through six in Wilsonville 
community will attend Wilsonville Elementary School. 


All students in grades one through six in Shelby community will 
attend Shelby Elementary School. 


The remainder of students in grades one through five in 
Columbiana area will attend the present Columbiana Elementary 
school. 


All students in grades six through eight will attend present 
Shelby County Training Sc hool. 


All students in grades nine through twelve will attend Shelby 
County High School.

4, Calera High School Attendance Area: 


All students in grades five and six will attend Calera Elementary 
School East. 


All students in grades one through four and seven through twelve 
will attend Calera High School. 


5. Montevallo High School Attendance Area: 


All students in grades one through four will attend Montevallo 
Elementary School. 


All students in grades five, six and seven will attend Prentice 
School. 


All students in grades cight through twelve will attend 
Montevallo High School. 


6. Siluria-Alabaster School Attendance area: 


All students in grades one through seven in Valley Community 
will attend Valley School. 


All students in grades one through eight in Helena Community 
will attend Helena School. 


All students in grades one through five in the Siluria-Alabaster 
area will attend Thompson Elementary School. 


All students in grades six through eight in Siluria-Alabaster and 
grade cight in Valley area will attend Alabaster School. 


All students in grades nine through twelve in Valley, Helena, and 
Siluria-Alabaster area will attend Thompson High School. 


7. Exceptions to attendance arcas as described: All students 
must attend the schools serving their attendance areas with the 
following exceptions: A pupil may transfer to another school in 
a case of unusual and extreme hardship, provided the factor of 
race is not involved. The transfer must be approved by the 
Superintendent and the Board of Education. 


C. Reassignment and Employment of Professional Stafl 


Instructional personnel presently employed by the Shelby 
County School Board will be reassigned. effective at the 
beginning of the 1970-71 school year, so that the ratio of Negro 
to white teachers in cach school is substantially the same as cach 
such ratio is to the teachers in the entire school system. 
Furthermore, teachers and other professional staff members will 
not be demoted or passed over for promotion on the grounds of 
color or race. Similarly, decisions for promotion shall be made 
by evaluating the qualifications of personnel without regard to 
race or color 


D, Other Techniques to eliminate the racial identity of schools 
1. To promote public understanding and compliance with 
administrative procedures attendant to the execution of this plan 
of desegregation. The Shelby County Board of Education will 
post, or cause to be posted, in a conspicuous place in each school 
in the system and at the office of the school superintendent, 
copies of the map outlining the high school attendance areas. 
Other administrative notices and directives necessary for the full 
and orderly compliance with the provisions of this plan will also 
be displayed. 


To keep the public informed as to the progress of this plan, 
information will be disseminated by newspaper and radio within 
the county. Data will further be disseminated at school and civic 
group meetings. Other school organizations will be used as a 
means to keep the public informed about pertinent 
developments and of the progress made in this plan's 
implementation.

EF, Right of School board to alter attendance areas: 


The Shelby County Board of Vducation reserves the right to 
alter the attendance areas identified on the attached maps to 
accomodate future population shifts, pupil safety, and other 
possible contingencies. In no case, however, will attendance arcas 
be altered because of the racial or color factor, The Shelby 
County Board of Vducation will act in good faith, will pursue 
diligently the process of establishing a unitary school system, 
and will do so in a manner which will be in conformity with the 


intent of the Courts. 


Ill, Transportation 


The transportation system shall be completely re-examined 
regularly by the superintendent, his staff, and the school board, 
Bus routes and the assignment of students to buses will be 
designed to insure the transportation of all eligible pupils on a

commencement of the 1970-71 school year. As authorized by the 
order of October 23, 1969, the United States has submitted a 
statement on the plan as filed by the Shelby County Board of 
Education, The plaintiffs and the ‘National Education association, 
Inc., as plaintiff - entervenor, have not filed any objections or 
alternate plans. 

The school board's plan creates six basic attendance areas. The 
number of schools within the six areas ranges from one to five, In 
three of these attendafice areas, at the elementary or junior high 
level, the same grades are offered in more than one school, In these 
instances, the elementary or junior high attendance zones are not 
specifically designated. 

Now, upon consideration of the plan of desegregation as filed

c. If there is to be a reduction in the number of principals, 
teachers, teacher aides, or other Professional staff 
employed by the Shelby County school system which will 
result in a dismissal or demotion of any such staff 
members, the staff member to be dismissed or demoted 
must be selected on the basis of objective and reasonable 
nondiscriminatory standards from among all the staff of 
the school system. In addition, if there is any such 
dismissal or demotion, no staff vacancy may be filled 
through recruitment of a Person of a race or color 
different from that of the individual dismissed or demoted 
until each displaced staff member who is qualified has had 
Opportunity to fill the vacancy and has failed to accept an 
offer to do so, 


Prior to such a reduction, the school board will develop or 
require the development of nonracial objective criteria to 
be used in selecting the staff member who is to be 
dismissed or demoted, These criteria shall be available for 
public inspection and shall be retained by the school

If the school district grants transfers to students

Indians hung on to the lead 
until the end, 


Reporter gives account 


of raid at Hayes Lake 


BY ED BLAKE 


“I love you, Ricky.” 

“Good bye, Ricky.” 

“We love you, Ricky.” 

The followers of Richard Vann of Birmingham sang out 
to “their Ricky” as officers of the Birmingham Narcotics 
Squad escorted the 18-year-old youth from Shelby County 
Jail. 

Moments earlier Shelby County deputies brought Vann 
from the cell block to the sheriffs office where Lt. Kyle 
Lansford was preparing his polaroid camera to make pictures 
of Vann, who was identified by law enforcement agents as a 
“pusher”. 

Some of the girls who had already made their phone 
call to their parents and were waiting in the hallway leading to 
the jail cells, pushed against the restraining arm of 
Columbiana Police Chief Bill Billingsley to watch Lt. 
Lansford photograph Vann, 

Lansford positioned Vann against the wall, moved back 
and clicked the shutter. When the flashbulb fired, Vann 
squinted his eyes and made motions with his fingers as if he 
were attempting to catch a falling butterfly. 

Deputy H.S. Bartlett opened the handcuffs and 
handcuffed Vann’s hands behind him. As the handcuffs were 
being attached, a girl who had been sitting almost motionless 
for the past two hours, reached over and buttoned a button 
on Ricky's shirt in the same manner a mother fastens a loose 
button as her 10-year-old son scampers off to school. 

Vann flicked his flowing red hair and walked toward 
the door, leaving 26 companions of a “pot party” held 
Saturday night in an abandoned house on Hayes Lake in 
Northeast Shelby County. 

Left behind to spend the night in Shelby County Jail 
were 13 boys and 13 girls, ranging in ages from 15 to 22 years 
old. They were being held on charges of violation of the 
Alabama Drug Abuse Act. 

The following is a personal account of what occured 
Saturday night during the raid of a “pot party” 

I had just tucked my five-month-old son, Britt, into 
bed, lingered a few minutes by his bedside admiring the 
sleepy little fellow as every new father does, and was about to 
turn down the covers of our bed when the telephone rang 

Sheriff Walker said that they were planning to raid a 
pot party and wanted me to come along to make 
photographs. | met Sheriff Walker and two deputies at the 
Triple J Restaurant in Alabaster a few minutes before ten and 
we headed north on Highway 31. 

We turned onto the Cahaba Valley Road and proceeded 
to the Crossroad Store at the intersection of Highway 280 
Sheriff Walker explained that we would wait there for the 
Mountain Brook Police and officers from the Birmingham 
Narcotics Squad 

They arrived a few minutes later and we formed a 
procession traveling north on Highway 280. At the 
intersection of Highway 280 and the Valley Dale Road, we 
turned right, bumped over the new road construction and 
came to a stop acouple of miles later 


We got out of the cars and final plans were made for the 
raid. Sheriff Walker crushed his cigar out in the middle of the 
dirt road and asked us to raise our right hand to be deputized. 
He repeated the oath, we said’ do” and began walking along 
the road to where a dim road vectored off the main road. We 
crossed a heap of garbage piled in the old road making enough 
noise to awaken the entire countryside. No lights were used 
and only the light of the outlined the road, 
Occasionally a limb would slap someone in the face and you 
would hear someone mutter under his breath. 

Coming to a gate, we found it locked and began 
crossing over the fence next to the gate. Sheriff Walker 
reached back and helped me and my equipment across the 
fence and we continued pacing toward the house. 

As we moved down a hill, you could hear the rhythmic 
sounds of a bass guitar filling the hollow, I could see the lights 
from the house. We came to an abrupt stop and almost 
stacked up when we heard someone call out from the house

yard, we scattered and began running toward the house. | 
passed a couple standing by a car and was hot on the heels of 
Sheriff Walker when he bounded up the steps, crossed the 
porch and opened the front door. 


The room was illuminated by a psychedelic lamp to the 
right of the door. I found myself in a room of young faces all 
looking toward the center of the room. I stumbled and 
looked down and saw, as I recall now, two couples lying on 
bed springs and mattress in the middle of the floor. As they 
pulled back the covers to move, I noticed that they were fully 
clothed, Someone moved to my right and Sheriff Walker 
announced for everyone to stay still. 

An officer turned on the overhead light. The people 
were dressed in what I would call hippy fashion. Some of the 
boys had hair below the shoulders and goatees. 

The boys were sent one by one into an adjoining room 
and searched. On one occasion, one of the officers asked one 
of the youths if he were a boy or a girl. The youth replied, 
“Boy”. 

While officers were searching the boys, other officers 
searched the house. They found match boxes filled with what 
officers identified as marijuana, pills, capsules and a vial of 
liquid believed to be LSD. The officers explained that all 
would have to be analyzed before the identity of the 
substances would be certain. 


Police cars from Alabaster, Wilsonville and Vincent 4 


were called in to assist officers in transporting the group back 
to the County Jail. 

Comments from the girls as they were waiting to place 
phone calls to their parents included: 

“This has been an exciting evening for us. How do you 
feel? Wasn't it exciting for you all.” 

“I don’t think my parents will be worried about me, my 
mother will probably just tell my father, ‘Well, she has 
decided to stay out again tonight’.” 

“What are you going to do with the pictures? We would 
like to buy some, No, really, | would like to have some to 
keep.” 

“What is it that you all have against the youth of today? 
I really want to Know what you all have against us and did this 
for.” 

“When you all came into the house, | thought someone 
was just playing a joke on us.” 

The group was kept in jail overnight and Judge Harold 
Walden set bail at $500 each at 10 a.m. Sunday morning. 
Walden said the charges were violation of the Alabama Drug 
Abuse Act. He said more specific charges would be filed later. 
He explained that under the act, the possession of marijuana 
isa felony. 

Walden said the parents appeared to be more concerned 
with rescuing their children from the grasp of the law rather 
than what their children had done. 

He said some of the parents appeared to be 
embarrassed, but as a whole they appeared more indignant 
than embarrassed, 

I had read a good bit about LSD, but my experiences 
Saturday night will be something | will always remember - - 
especially when | tuck the covers at night around my 
five-month-old son.

Taxpayers Ask 


This column of questions and answers on federal 
tax matters is provided by the local office of the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is published as a public 
service to taxpayers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 


Q) My tax forms came all 
right but my son's didn’t even 
though he is now working full- 
time. What should he do? 


A) A tax forms package is 
mailed each year to everyone 
who filed a return the previ- 
ous year. If your son filed last 
year, he should have received 
one by now. If not, he can ob- 
tain 1969 tax forms and in- 
structions at a local IRS of- 
fice, post office, or bank. 


Q) I'm single but I do sup- 
port my niece who lives with 
me. Can I file as head of house- 
hold? 


A) If your niece qualifies 
as your dependent, you may 
be able to file as head of 
household. Check your 1040 
instructions for details. 


(@ Q) If F seek outside help 


with my tax return, how 


should I go about it? 


A) Call your local account- 
ing, legal or tax practitioner 
association and ask them for 
the names of qualified people. 

In choosing someone, here 
are things to look for: 


1) avoid the man who 
“guarantees” you a 
refund 


2) be on guard if he sug- 
gests the refund be 
sent to his address. 


You are legally responsible 
for every item on the return 
even though someone else has 
helped you prepare it. So you 
should never sign a blank tax 
return or one that has been 
prepared in pencil. 

Your advisor should sign 
the return, too, indicating 
that he helped you with it. 

Be sure the return you file 
has the pre-addressed label 
on it that came with your tax 
form package. The top label 
can be lifted off the form it 
came on and put on another, 
if necessary. Double check the 
information on the label for 
accuracy. Corrections may be 
made on the label itself. 


Q) Where should I send my 
tax return? 


A) Send it to the IRS serv- 
ice center for your district. 
An envelope addressed to the 
service center was included in 
all tax packages. If you have 
misplaced yours, look in the 
1040 instructions (page 1040- 
1) for the address to use. 


Q) My son is in the Service 
and last week he got his W-2 
forms from a former em- 
ployer. Does he have to file a 
tax return? 


A) Yes, if his income was 
$600 or more last year, A re- 
turn also has to be filed to ob- 


than $600. However, if he is 
stationed overseas, he has ad- 
ditional time to file his return. 

Taxpayers out of the coun- 
try have an automatic exten- 
sion from April 15 to June 15 
to file 1969 returns. If your 
son is in Vietnam, his return 
isn't due until 180 days after 
he leaves that area. 


Q) Are medicare premiums 
deductible? 


A) Yes, premiums for Med- 


icare and other medical in- 
surance are deductible if you 
itemize expenses on your re- 
turn using Schedule A. 

Don’t forget that medical 
insurance premiums are han- 
dled differently than other 
medical expenses. One half of 
these premiums up to a maxi- 
mum of $150 may be deducted 
without regard for the 3 per- 
cent limitation generally im- 
posed on medical expenses. 
The balance is included with 
your other medical expenses. 

Details on deducting medi- 
cal insurance premiums and 
other medical expenses can be 
found on the back of Schedule 
A. 


Q) Is interest from U.S. 
Savings Bonds taxable? 


A) Yes, this interest in- 
come is taxable and can either 
be reported each year as it is 
earned or all at once when the 
bonds are redeemed or when 
they mature. If you elect the 
yearly method of reporting, 
you must continue with it on 
all future bond purchases un- 
til you obtain permission from 
the IRS to change the method 
of reporting. 

The interest from the sav- 
ings bonds should be added to 
your interest income from 
other sources and entered on 
line 13 of Form 1040, If the 
amount is $100 or less, only 
the total need be entered. 

When interest income is 
over $100, the amounts and 
the source must be reported 
on Schedule B, This schedule 
should be attached to your 
Form 1040, 


Q) A check I wrote in De- 
cember to a charity was not 
cashed until this January. 
Does this mean I can't deduct 
it on my 1969 return? 


A) You may take the de- 
duction in the year you wrote 
and mailed the check.

to pool locomotives 


People in the South long 
have been accustomed to 
seeing freight cars of other 
railroads moving in Southern 
Railway trains. Now they are 
seeing locomotives belonging 
to other railroads as well. 

These belong to the 
Missouri Pacific and Union 
Pacific railroads and are part of 
a pool of locomotives set up 
with Southern to operate a fast 
new through freight service, 
daily in both directions, 
between Jacksonville, Florida, 
and North Platte, Nebraska.

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Sheriff hunts orave 


near Moore’s Crossroads 


BY ED BLAKE 


With the broken shaft of a 
golf club-- an eight iron-- 
Sheriff C.P. “Red’’ Walker 
began probing the soil in the 
Moore’s Crossroads area Friday 
for another body. 


Walker obtained the 
information Thursday during 
an interview with the same 
prisoner who furnished a map 
directing lawmen to an 
unmarked grave in North 
Shelby County in late January. 


Walker said the prisoner 
told him last Thursday that he 
had helped bury another body 
early last year just off the 
Montevallo- Alabaster Highway 
in a pine thicket. 


The prisoner told Walker 
that he and accomplices turned 
left off the highway onto a dirt 
road that was just wide enough 
for one car to travel. They 
angled off the dirt road onto a 
woods road that led into the 
pine thicket, the prisoner 
explained, and stopped their 
automobile approximately 300 
yards from the highway. 


The driver left the burial 
detail in the woods and 
returned to the highway. 


Walker said the prisoner told 
him that they blazed a trail 
through the dense underbrush 


to a spot that they selected for 
the grave. 

Walker explained that the 
men used a shovel and mattock 
to dig the grave. The body is 
believed to be buried much 
deeper than the other body 
because only a hoe was used to 
scratch out the grave in North 
Shelby County. 


Walker said the prisoner 
explained that they dropped 
the body into the grave, 


covered the body and walked 
back to the highway to meet 
the automobile. While waiting 
for the automobile to pick 
them up, they walked across 
the highway and threw their 
grave digging tools into the 
underbrush. The prisoner said 
the shovel bounced back after 
Striking the dense growth, but 
the heavier mattick sailed deep 
into the woods 

Walker, Lt. Kyle Lansford 


and two trusties from the 
Shelby County Jail began 
searching for the unmarked 


grave Friday morning. Sheriff 
Walker had pin-pointed the 
area from _ the prisoner’s 
description as just north of 
Moore’s Crossroads. 

The site for the search fitted 
the description perfectly; 
however, one important clue 
was missing-- the pine 


thickets. Pulpwood cutters had 


harvested the area since the 
time of the burial. There was 
no woods road leading off the 
dirt road, and the trees that 
could give a clue of a trail 
being blazed to the grave site 
had been removed, The area 
behind the Calvary Hill Baptist 
Church was no longer a pine 


thicket, but a cleared area 
strewn with pine tops. 
Lt. Lansford and the 


trusties combed the area across 
the road from the church for 
the shovel and mattock. The 
burial tools were not found. 
However, Walker surmised that 
since the area had also been 
cut, a woodsman or any person 
walking through the woods 
could have picked up the 
shovel and mattock. 

Walker then began a futile 
search for the body. He found 
a slight depression in the earth 
and shoved the broken shaft of 
the eight iron into the soil. The 
shaft moved slowly through 
the soil and then dropped 
sharply indicating a soft area 
some three feet deep, Walker 
used a post hole digger to reach 
the soft area, but only mud 
was found. 

A metal detector was 
brought to the scene of the 
search with hopes that perhaps 
a belt buckle or loose change in

the precise acreage he has in 
these crops, and the acreage he 
has diverted from these crops. 
He must also be certain that he 
has enough additional acres in 
conserving use to meet his 
conserving base requirement.

When a farmer obtains 
measurement service from the 
County ASCS office at a 
charge which covers only the 
cost of the service — he is 
guaranteed he will be in 
compliance with the acreage

requirements if he stays within 
the measured and staked 
acreage. 

Mr. McDanal pointed out 
that measurement service often 
saves a farmer money. “If he 
plants before measurement, he 
may put in too much and be 
out the cost not only of 
planting but also of plowing it 
up. Or he may plant less than 
his allowed acreage and !ose 
money by not haivng as much 
production as he could have 
had. The ASCS measurement 
service assures a farmer that he 
will comply with his acreage 
requirements if he plants 
the measured and 
staked areas,” Mr. McDanal 
said.

Events over the past several 
weeks have brought home the 
tragic fact that the narcotics 
problem is not confined within 
big city ghettos and far away 
hippie communes. 
Unfortunately, traffic in drugs 
and drug abuse is becoming 
more and more prevalent in 
our section of the country. We 
realize also that for every 
person arrested on charges of 
illegal drug use, many more 
users may get undetected. This 
is expensive to society -- 
millions of tax dollars are spent 
each year for law enforcement, 
addict rehabilitation centers, 
etc.; but the cost of human 
tragedy cannot be calculated in 
dollars and cents. 


Hundreds of thousands of 
lives are being lost as persons 
rob themselves of their ability 
to be productive, jeopardize 
their physical and mental 
health and place themselves in 
danger of being marked as a 
felon for the rest of their lives. 


The problem is especially 
prevalent among teenagers and 
younger adults, probably 
because it is natural for young 
people to experiment, to 
question, to examine. Many a 


journey into the never, never 
land of drug abuse has begun 
with smoking marihuana on a 
dare. 


What progress has been 
made in dealing with the 
problem? Law enforcement 


personnel are becoming better 
trained in detection procedures 
while, at the same time, the 
various enforcement agencies 
of Federal, State, County, and 


Municipal governments are 
beginning to cooperate with 
each other to an 


unprecedented degree. New 
laws with harsher penalties for 
the “pusher” or drug dealer are 
being considered not only in 
the Congress, but by many 
State legislatures. Yet the drug 
problem is not one which can 
be solved by new laws and 
better enforcement techniques 
alone. All of us must be made 


increasingly aware of the 
dangers inherent in many 
drugs. Those most often 


leading to dependence through 


abuse fall into four major 
categories: 
1. The narcotics (pain 


killers), such as heroin, codeine 
and morphine. 

2. The sedatives, such as 
barbiturates, tranquilizers and

Gas rates compared 


Lower gas rate requested in Alabaster area 


Alabaster’s natural gas rates 
came under fire Monday 
afternoon when a group of 
about 20 citizens met with the 
Gas and Water Board. 


Spokesman for the group, 
Hubert Adams, asked for 
reductions, especially in the 
lower bracket rates which 
affect families rather than 
industry. 


Adams presented a rate 
comparison chart showing 
Alabaster’s gas rates with those 
charged by Columbiana, 
Montevallo, Phenix City and 
the Alabama Gas Company in 


effect in February, 1970. 


Siluria is served by the 
Alabaster’ gas system. The 
towns of Pelham and Helena 
do not have their own gas 
systems, but have franchises 
with the Alabama Gas 
Company to. serve _ their 
residents. 


The rate chart shows a 
considerable see-saw pattern of 
rates, but in general, Alabaster 
is highest of the five up to the 
8,000 cubic feet quantity, then 
is surpassed by Columbiana’s 
rates up to 50,000 cubic feet, 
For example, at 5,000 cu. ft.,

Alabaster’s rate is “47% higher 
than it is a mile up the road.” 

Adams urged the board 
members, “If you can’t reduce 
the rates, consider selling the 
system. Ill help you find a 
buyer.” 

Floyd Buckner raised the 
question, “Is gas carrving the 
water system or is water 
carrying gas?” He referred to 
the fact that Alabaster serves 
Siluria with gas, but not with 
water. 

He mentioned that Siluria is 
not expanding and voiced 
concern that Siluria residents 
may be paying for the benefit 
of Alabaster’s expansion. He 
requested that the rate should 
be adjusted for Siluria. 

All members of the 
Alabaster Gas and Water Board 
and the town engineer, Paul B. 
Krebs were present. 

Board Chairman W.M. 
Farris asked Krebs to explain 
some of the difficulties the 
Board faces. The first thing 
Krebs stressed was that the 
price of natural gas went up in 
all of Alabama by 21.43% on 
March 1, 1970 and that towns 
all over the state will have to 
make adjustments.

State ‘hard liquor’ control 
questioned in local hearing 


Smith was charged with 
transporting at the Shelby 
County Jail and later released 
on $500 bond. 

Smith, David N. McCullars, 
owner of the Dallas Beverages 
Inc., and their attorney, Cecil 
Jackson, appeared before 
Judge Harold Walden in Law 
and Equity Court a week ago 
yesterday for the hearing. 

McCullars presented state 
and federal licenses during the 
hearing which permit him to 
sell “hard liquor” to the 
Alabama Beverage Control 
Board. McCullars testified that 
he sells approximately 200 to 
250 cases of wine and whiskey 
each month to NCO clubs on 
military reservations 
throughout the state and sells 
approximately 1,800 cases to 
2,000 cases of “hard liquor” to 


the ABC Board each month. 


District Attorney James H. 
Sharbutt said the vodka was 
transported illegally to the 
NCO club at Fort McClellan 
because the liquor was being 
sold to a private club at the 
military base. 

Attorney Cecil Jackson 
cited in the defense of Smith a 
state law which provided the 
sale and transportation of 
goods to the United States 
Government. However, 
Sharbutt called the attention 
of the court to information 
stamped on the back of the 
manifest which stated that the 
federal government was not 
obligated for payment. 
McCullars said during 
questioning that he received 
payment by check drawn on a

state bank and not by a U.S. 
Treasury draft. 

McCullars also testified that 
his operation in Selma is 
checked monthly by an ABC 
Board inspector and at that 
time he is required to account 
for all shipments of liquor 
from his warehouse and 
bottling operation in Selma. 

He stated that the ABC 
Board inspectors had never 
questioned his sales of liquor 
to the NCO Clubs and that he 
had never been arrested for 
violation of the state liquor 
laws. 

After Sharbutt established 
evidence that the liquor was 
being sold to a private club and 
not to the federal government, 
Judge Walden bound the 
defendant over to the next 


session of the Grand Jury.

System of gas rating reviewed

It is a gencially accepted 
rule of thumb that a town can 
make money ut nutural gas, 
but it has to struggle to make a 
water system pay for itself, 

Several Shelby County 
towns have managed to keep 
down property and other taxes 
because of money taken in on 
their gas systems and still 
provide expanded city services, 

Towns buy natural gas in 
the same market with private 
users. The more they use, the 
less per unit they have to pay, 
but they often have to agree to 
a maximum daily obligation 
useage. Several Shelby County 
industries buy gas directly 
from Alabama Gas Company 
rather than from a 
municipality. 

To qualify for given rates, 
however, towns generally have 


an agreement that if gas usage 
in winter months goes over a 
certain*limit, they must pay a 
penalty for the excessive use 
Montevallo and Alabaster both 
went over their limit this 
winter, Montevallo supplies gas 
to the University and Alabaster 
supplies the hospital, among 
other large users. 

These and many other 
factors must be considered in 
trying to understand the 
complicated rating system. 

Alabama is rated a “G-2", 
indicating its distance from 
supply sources in Louisiana, 
Tennessee for example is a 
“G-3" and has to pay more 
than Alabama,

winter, there have been fewer 
complaints about bills than 
usucl. She said, “People come 
in to pay their bill and say, ‘I

The Reporter asked her for 
a figure on the cost of gas heat 
for an average family in 
Montevallo.

$30 million expansion 


A football-field size boiler, tall enough to hold 
the 14-story Alabama Power Company Birmingham 
office building is planned for the Ernest G. Gaston 
Steam Plant at Wilsonville. 


Plans for a major additional generating facility 
were announced Friday by Charles E. Brackett, 
operating manager of the Southern Electric Generating 
Company. The announcement was made in the office 
of Probate Judge Conrad M. Fowler in the Shelby 
County Courthouse in Columbiana. 


Construction of the additional facility, expected 
to cost in excess of 80 million dollars will begin within 
60 days, Brackett said. Projected completion date is 
early 1974, 

Brackett told the Reporter that the addition at 


Wilsonville will nearly double the generating capacity 
of the Gaston Steam Plant and will make the Shelby 
County installation larger than any generating unit on 
Alabama Power Company’s system. 

The boiler will be built by the Combustion 
Engineering Corporation of Chattanooga, Tennessee, 
The new generating facility will have a stack that will 
tower more than 750 feet in the air. The existing 
stacks at Wilsonville are 250 feet high. 

To protect the natural environment the new unit 
will be equipped with electrostatic precipitators 
designed to remove more than 98 percent of the flyash 
from the stack discharge. 

Plans also call for installation of cooling towers 


to eliminate the discharge of significant quantities of 


heated water into Lay Lake, 


The new generator will have a nominally rated 
capacity of approximately 850,000 kilowatts. The 
present plant’s rated capacity is one million kilowatts. 

The new turbine and generator will be built by 
the General Electric Company. 


Coal will be used to fire the new boiler. 
Approximately 2.5 million tons of coal will be 
consumed annually, Coal will come from SEGCO 
Mines One and Two and other available sources. 

When completed an additional 25 to 30 
employees will be required to operate the Wilsonville 
installation, 

Judge Fowler said he was delighted that Alabama 
Power Company and the Southern Electric Generating 
Company had selected Shelby County as the site for

warns Shelby County hog producers to watch carefully for 


symptoms of cholera. 


The contagious virus has been spotted in hog herds 


within the past week in three 


states surrounding Alabama. 


Shelby County has been cholera-free for several years, 
the last remembered outbreak being in the late 1950's. 

W. Joel Thompson, county Extension Farm Agent 
savs that cholera kills so quickly that a farmer may tind 
hogs dead before he even notices illness. Symptoms are high 
temperature, bedding up in dark places and red stomachs. 
Thompson urges any hog raiser to report any unusual hog 
behavior to the county extension office immediately, Speed 
is the most important factor in controlling cholera, he said. 

He warns county growers to be especially caretul in 
bringing any hogs into Alabama from Mississippi, Tennessee 
or Georgia, where cholera has recently appeared. Hogs from 
other states should be isolated at least a month 

if cholera is found, all hogs on the farm will be 


slaughtered and the farmer 


paid for his loss by the 


government, Thompson said, although indemnities are not 
paid for animals that have died prior to the diagnosis of 


cholera.

Mineral production reaches 
all-time high in Alabama 


Sen. John Sparkman 
announced recently that 
mineral production in Alabama 
reached a new high of $280.4 
million in 1969, an increase of 


8 per cent over 1968. The . 
‘increase was due chiefly to 


higher production of coal, 
cement, lime, sand and gravel. 


Sparkman is Chairman of 
the Joint Congressional 
Committee on Defense 
Production. The Committee’s 
duties include keeping track of 
the nation’s mineral supplies. 

Sparkman’s figures were 
based on preliminary reports 
by the Interior Department. 

The preliminary estimates 
showed that mineral fuels 
accounted for 54 per cent of 
the total value of Alabama’s 
mineral production. Coal 
output rose 3 per cent to 17 
million tons during the year. 
Production of crude petroleum 
increased 1 per cent, but was 
16 per cent below the record 
output of 1963. 

Natural gas production and 
value were ‘‘considerably 
higher’’ than in 1968,

Alabaster Industries, parent 
company of the fire devastated 
Alabaster Plastics Corporation, 
will rebuild, with construction 
to begin immediately. 

Thomas Pearce, president of 
Alabaster Industries told the 
Reporter Tuesday, that “plans 
for a much larger and more 
modern facility are nearing 
completion.” 

Pearce indicated that when 
rebuilt, the Alabaster firm will 
provide employment for 
additional personnel. 

Shelby County’s most 
spectacular fire in recent years 
left the Alabaster plastics firm 
in smouldering ruins late 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Pearce told the Reporter, on 
the scene Wednesday, that the 
fire apparently started in the 
Storage area of the 33,000 foot 
building at approximately 
4:15. He said that within 
minutes fire had swept from 
the south end of the plant 
throughout the entire building. 

Luther Pierce, plant 
manager, said, “the room filled 
with smoke so fast we couldn't 
get in to fight the fire.” 

The firm had changed shifts 
at 3:00 p.m. and Pierce 
estimated that there were only 
25 to 30 persons in the

Friday, Robert Hume, 
Assistant Shelby County Civil 
Defense Director sighted the 
body of Carl Philip Agricola as 
to the surface of the 
muddy Cahaba River. The 
body was recovered a few 
minutes later, 

Twenty-four earlier 
Hume and two Shelby County 
High School students, Larry 
Ingram and Gary Ray, sighted 
the floating body of Agricola’s 
boating companion, Ronnie 
Morrison. By boat, they

recovered Morrison’s body, 

The two bodies came to the 
surface of the Cahaba within 
fifteen feet of each other, 
approximately one-half mile 
downstream from the cement 
slab where witnesses last saw

Modular homes may 


solve housing shortage 


A new kind of dwelling, 
called a “modular home” may 
be the answer for the Shelby 
County family that wants a 
house but does not have the 
time or money for 
conventional construction 
methods. 

At least two companies, 
Fleming Homes andthe 
Vernon Company, have erected 
homes of this type in the 
county in the last two weeks. 

Modular homes are almost 
completed at a factory, then 
are moved in sections by truck 
to the prepared site and lifted 
by crane onto the foundation. 

A crew on the site frames 
the: roof, connects the 
plumbing and paints the 
exterior. A family can move in 
at once, 

Homes constructed in this 
way are selling for up to 
$17,000 locally. One is located 
in the Southmont section of 
Montevallo. 

Fleming Homes has erected 
two in West Alabaster and is 


now working on a_ large 
subdivision on Highway 31 
north of Pelham.

Calera gets $28,500 


to aid 


Governor Albert Brewer 
announced today a grant of 
$28,500 has been made to the 
Town of Calera. The grant is 
from the State Industrial 
Development Authority for 
site preparation at the Dixie 
Alloy Manufacturing 
Company, located on Highway 
25 west of Calera. 

Calera Mayor Arthur Davis 
said “This new industry will be 
a tremendous boost to Calera 
and the surrounding area where 
it will draw its employees.” 

The state grant will be used 
to build access roads, fencing 
and other site preparation, 
according to George Frost, 
President of Dixie Alloy. 

Frost said he hopes the 
industry will start production 
in the early fall. He expects to 
employ 100 men when the 
industry is fully underway. 

The company will 
manufacture parts for the pipe 


flanges and other piping 
components, Two separate 
shops, a forge shop and a 
machine shop, will be built to 
handle the manufacturing. 


Frost said that he hopes to 
hire local people and train 
them for the semi-skilled work 
that will be required. 
Blacksmiths, forgers, forge 
shop personnel, machine 
Operators and machinists will 
be needed in the operation, 

Dixie Alloy is a completely 
independent company, 
according to the president who 
said, “This company has no 
connection with any other 
company anywhere,” 

Frost told the Reporter that 
he became interested in Calera 
as a location for his new 
industry through Jim 
Lunsford, a U.S. Marshall in 
Montgomery, whose brother 
was an acquaintance of Frost's 
on the West Coast.

Efforts to keep Almont 
School open have failed. Under 
the county desegregation plan, 
the school was to be closed at 
the end of this term. An appeal 
was made to the Federal 
Courts to require the county 
school board to operate the 
school, but the three-judge 
federal court panel turned 
down the plaintiffs’ motion. 


It is now assumed locally 
that the assigning of students 
from Almont to Montevallo 
Elementary and Prentice will 
proceed as indicated in the 
desegregation plan submitted 
by the local board. 


There are more than 300 
pupils in the traditionally black 
Almont Elementary School, 


located between Montevallo 
and Aldrich. All students in the 
**Montevallo High School 
Attendance area” in grades one 
through four are to attend 
Montevallo Elementary; grades 
five through seven are to 
attend Prentice, and older 
children are to attend 
Montevallo High School, 
according to the 
court-approved county plan. 
Lavon Moore, Chairman of 
the Shelby County School 
Board told the Reporter that 
the federal judges had 
‘“categorically denied” the 
school board’s requests for 
more freedom in the hiring, 
placement and firing of 
teachers.

The political season at hand suggests the need for 
informing the public on standards the news media employ 
in accepting political advertising. 

The following standards are advanced by the 
American Advertising Federation. They were circulated to 
members of the Alabama Press Association through the 
medium of the group's publication, “Ala-Pressa”. 

Truth ... political advertising shall tell the truth. 
Responsibility . . . advertising agencies, advertising advisers, 
candidates and political parties shall be willing to provide 
substantiation of claims made. Taste and Decency ... 
political advertising shall be free of statements, illustrations 
and implications which are offensive to good taste or public 
decency. Disparagement political advertising shall 
present candidates, platforms and parties on their merits 
and shall not make unfair or dishonest statements about 
competing candidates or parties, nor employ the technique 
of imputing “guilt by association”, nor indulge in name 
calling or the use of stigmatizing labels. Promises ... 
political advertising shall make only those promises to 
which a candidate or party is fully committed and shall 
avoid “pie in the sky” promises which are impossible to 
keep. Appeals to Prejudice . . . political advertising shall not 
appeal either directly or by insinuation to religious, ethnic 
or racial prejudice. Visual Tricks ... political advertising 
shall not indulge in tricks of lighting, retouching or other 
doctoring techniques to make a political competitor 
unattractive. Quotations ... political advertising shall not 


make use of quotations out of context where the result is 
to- convey a dishonest impression of the views of the 
political competitor being quoted. 

The Shelby County Reporter strongly endorses these 
standards and will use them as a yardstick in the acceptance 
and publication of all political advertising.

their pursuit of further 
educational advantages. 

Almost every urban 
community in the United 
States -- regardless of its size, 
seems to be imbued with the 
idea that the greater the 
population the greater the 
municipality. 

While there may be some 
differences of opinion as to the 
advantages of increased 
inhabitants, there is also much 
rivalry between municipalities 
in acquiring larger population. 
The effort to attract new 
residents receives the attention 
of the “go-getters” of the 
various booster associations 
that add variety to the modern 
life. 

Naturally it is entirely 
proper to induce others to 
move into our county, but 
there is also much to be gained 
by developing a program that 
will be sufficiently attractive to 
induce the boys and girls who 
grow up in our midst to 
continue their residence here. 

This observation applies 
to each community’s efforts to 
persuade our boys and girls in 
our schools or colleges or in 
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the service of the nation, to 
make their homes in their 
native county when they are 
ready to begin private life 
again. 

That America’s 
municipalities are not meeting 
with success in their attempt to 
retain the youth who grow up 
in their midst is revealed in a 
nationwide survey recently 
made by a leading periodical. 
In this survey, sponsored by a 
Scholastic Magazine, more than 
50,000 senior and junior high 
school students in 1,267 
schools in all sections of the 
U.S. were asked whether they 
expected to stay in their home 
towns when they completed 
their education or their 
military assignments and 
only 35% said they expected to 
stay in the place they now 
reside and go to school; or are 
in service for Uncle Sam. 

The writer of this article, 


further stated that a review of 


the poll showed that better job 
opportunities elsewhere 
furnished the main reason for 


leaving. Second on the list of 


reasons was, despite the family 
and friendly ties there was an 
expressed desire to labor in 
another part of the country or 
world in a different city or in 
another type community. 

M.R. Robinson, a_ well 
known writer and publisher, 
has found in various 
- young people 
in small towns and rural 
communities are most 
discontent, and suggests that 
rural towns must wake up - - if 
they are interested in keeping 
their young people as citizens 
of their counties. 

He cites further an example 
of a small town in the mid-west 
where every student he 
contacted decided that the lack

Director 
disclosed that 
high school, and college 
seniors, with low random 
sequence numbers will 
probably be called up for 
physical examinations prior to 
graduation.

Reporter's questionnaire 


The Shelby County Reporter mailed a questionnaire 
to candidates for county political offices last week. The 
idea of the questionnaire was to provide candidates a means 
of getting across their views to the readers of the Reporter. 

The form letter was sent to those seeking the 
following offices: Probate Judge, Sheriff, Superintendent of 
Education (even though the incumbent is the only 
candidate for each of these offices), Senate, Representative, 
Circuit Clerk, two places on the Board of Revenue, Board 
of Education and Coroner, 

Candidates were asked to reply briefly and to write, 
“Not applicable” if a question did not apply to the office 
being sought. The time allowed for answering was short, 
but the majority of candidates returned the forms by the 
requested deadline. 

The questions are not necessarily asked in the order 
the Reporter considers most important except for the first 
question. The Reporter takes the view that persons seeking 
public offices should state their views on providing 
information from positions of public trust. 

Questions asked by the Reporter appear in bold type 
with the answers in normal type. 


1. If elected to the office you seek, how would you plan 
to keep the public informed about the decisions and actions 
taken in this office? 


C onrad Fowler, Candidate for Probate Judge: “In addition 
to giving publicity about the problems of the county in the 
Reporter and over WBYE, I would be glad to meet with any 
group at any time to answer questions and give information 
about the county. The purpose of local government is to 
provide local type services, Demands for service increase as 
the number of people to be served increases. As a growing 
county we can expect increasing demands for existing 
services and demands for new and additional services, Thus 
it is important for Shelby Countians to be kept informed of 
our problems in County Government.”

control measures can be taken on the county and municipal 
level. It is not reasonable to expect management of industry 
to invest heavily in pollution control equipment until the 
state law defines the standard that they must meet. These 
standards must be state wide, There are many reasons why 
it would be poor judgment to permit each of the 67 
counties to fix separate standards. This is a serious problem, 
extending beyond state lines. Solutions must be national in 
scope, with implementation at the state and local level, 

Hill: “Inform all teachers and students of the health 
hazards of air pollution, Pledge my cooperationto any state 
or local group to keep our air clean.” 

Hayes: “I would support legislation to amend the 
Ala. Air Pollution Control Law of 1969, A seven year delay 
is entirely too long, | would sponsor or work with other 
legislators.”” 

Littleton: “I will consult with the county and city 
officials, members of civic groups, and other interested 
citizens where problems exist. | would make efforts to see 
that existing laws are complied with and if necessary 
sponsor new legislation,” 

Rubin: “Support a strong state program that will 
minimize or eradicate the causes of air pollution,” 

Cates: “Because of our geographical location, it must 
be an air pollution control that affects all areas of the state, 
I will work and support strong Air Pollution Control laws.” 

Stubbs: “I would support legislation similar to the 
Giles bill which I supported during the last session of the 
Legislature. This bill met Federal standards. Unfortunately 
this bill failed to pass,” 

Lansford: “I would support any effort that local 
citizens and our representative to the Legislature 
endorsed.” 

Brantley: “I would work to try and solve this 
problem,” 

Daviston: “Work closely with our state officials ip 
bringing about anti pollution in our county and state.” 

Lovelady: “Not applicable to this office.” 


Water pollution: 


4. What would you do about water pollution in the 
county's rivers and streams? 

(By error at the Reporter, Fowler's questionnaire did 
not include this question.) 

Hill: “Continue to teach the importance of water 
conservation, Pledge my cooperation to our Senators and 
Representatives to get the necessary legislation passed to 
prevent water pollution.” 

Hayes: “I would make pollution laws much more 
stringent. | would also support legislation to eliminate the 
time lag in our present water pollution laws. | would gladly 
sponsor such legislation.” 

Littleton: “I will make an investigation into the 
extent of water pollution and demand strict enforcement of 
pollution laws. Where present laws are inadequate | will 
make an effort to correct them.” 

Rubin: “Support strong statewide legislation for 
keeping our rivers and streams clean.” 

Cates: “Co-sponsored the first Water Pollution 
Control law enactedin the state and will support stronger 
laws if needed. Will call attention to the fact of any water 
pollution to the proper authority when asked by the local 
citizens,” 

Stubbs: “The water pollution control act passed in 
1965 needs to be amended to revise the Water 
Improvement Commission. INdustry at present has too 
many members on this board. The board needs to be 
revised to make it consist of a majority of 
conservationists.” 

Lansford: “! would support and personally work to 
assist any group or our Representatives to the Legislature 
on the state or national level.” 


Brantley: “I would work to try and solve this 
problem also.” 

Daviston: “Help destroy the filth and rubbish that's 
put in our streams.” 


Zoning law: 


5. How do you stand on zoning for industrial and 
residential areas? 

Fowler: “Municipalities have zoning programs. There 
is need for these programs in some areas outside the 
municipalities. Whether or not the citizens of a given beat 
wish this service must be determined by their vote. I favor a 
reasonable zoning program to be accepted or rejected by 
the voters in those beats where there now is a need for 
residential or industrial zoning., 

Hill: “The more industrialized we become the more 
important and necessary zoning becomes.” 

Hayes: “As much wonderful area we have in our 
district for industrial areas, | would certainly be one to help 
protect the residential areas from being ruined by 
industry.” 

Littleton: “I believe that zoning is indispensable for 
the development of sound communities, but feel that this is 
a problem for local areas and communities. If I can assist in 
these problems I will always be available.” 

Rubin: “I support zoning in all forms.” 

Cates: “Let each Beat or Precinct vote on zoning or 
control measures as is already provided by law and those 
areas must do so,” 

Stubbs: “This is a matter to be voted on by citizens 
of each beat in the county.” 

Lansford: “Some acceptable plan must be proposed 
in this area,” 

Brantley: “Il feel that we should have zoning for 
industrial and residential areas where they are needed.” 

Daviston: “Instead of zoning a city or community for 
housing projects | zone it for industry and more jobs for 
the people.” 

Lovelady: “This should be left up to the property 
owners and the community in which areas are located,” 


Ad valorem tax: 


6. What changes, if any, would you propose or 
support in the equalization of Shelby County's ad valorem 
tax? 


Fowler: “It is my information that the Assessor and 
the Board of Equalization have undertaken to assess Shelby 
County property at 20 % of the reasonable market value. 
This should be done. The law requires equality of 
assessment; thus the goal is to provide assessed values for all 
citizens, corporate and individual, that relate to equality. 
Corporate values are fixed in Montgomery, An increase in 
the assessed values of the lands owned by corporations 
could, if justified, be achieved by the State Department of 
Revenue, the local Board of Equalization or the Assessor. 
In my opinion this value will have to be increased from 20 
% to 30 % or utility values will again be reduced. 

Hill: “Recommend that a state law be passed 
requiring all property to be assessed at 30 ‘* of its true 
value,” 

Hayes: “The four counties in this Senatorial District 
are badly in need of tax equalization. Too many big 
companies own thousands of acres but pay little tax in 
comparison to individuals,” 

Littleton: “I fell that ad valorem tax should be 
assessed on a fair and equal basis throughout the county.” 

Rubin: “Increase the assessed value on large tracts of 
land held by large corporations to a more equitable or 
realistic figure.” 

Cates: “None, The authority to equalize tax of any 


company, firm, corporation or individual is already law. 
The power to equalize ad valorem taxes now rests with the 
Tax Assessor, State Department of Revenue and the Board 
of Equalization, It is their duty to see that it is carried 
out.” 

Stubbs: “Four big land owners own almost 40 % of 
all the taxable land in the county but pay only about 14 % 
of the taxes. I will introduce a special bill to back up the 
Equalization Board to make these big land owners pay the 
same as the working man, home owners, and farmers, ” 

Lansford: “Since this tax is controlled through the 
State Legislature, | would support anything the majority of 
citizens would recommend,” 

Brantley: “No change. I feel that the county needs 
it.” 

Lovelady: “Not applicable.” 


County services: 


7. People are demanding more municipal and county 
services, (For example, garbage pickup, water, gas, roads). 
How ould you propose to meet the cost of additional 


services? Fowler: “If the people understand the need and 
feel assured that their money will be spent efficiently and 
carefully, they will be willing to pay for necessary local 
services. Revenue measures should be called service charges, 
where they finance a service. Road construction and 
maintenance should be financed with gasoline revenue; 
water and sewage by a revenue charge, garbage pick up and 
disposal by a fee or a sales tax.” 

Hill: “Take advantage of any federal assistance 
available.” 

Hayes: “This is more of a local problem except for 
such instances of Chilton’s clean and green program. This is 
a federal program and one of the best in our county.” 

Littleton: “By continuing an honest and progressive 
image, growth in our industrial strength and economy will 
be made. Additional taxes derived from this source can 
meet the cost of additional services.” 

Rubin: “By cutting administrative wastes.” 

Cates: “If the demand and need of additional services 
by the county for the people arises, the people would have 
to vote on some type of additional revenue if they think 
the need justifies the request.” 

Stubbs: “By equalization of property taxes.” 

Lansford: “Where these services are now available, 
they are paid for by the individual receiving these services. | 
feel that this is probably the best way. In reference to water 
gas and roads, the customary means to bring these services 
to the public are through bond issues, since this is an 
established practice, it probably would serve.” 

Brantley: “I would try to find a way besides more tax 
on the people.” 

Daviston: “To meet cost would mean good relations 
between the county and city governments and the people.” 

Lovelady: “When the County has completed all of 
the County primary roads, there should be more money 
available to provide for these other services. With the 
continued increase in the industrial development within our 
County, we would automatically have an increase in 
revenue,” 


Cutting expenditures: 


8. Do you have a suggestion on ways present 
expenditures could be cut back? 

Fowler: “The Board will have to cut expenditures in 
1970-71. There is no easy way to do this. The County 
Board constantly reviews the budget for the county, 
seeking areas where reductions may most reasonably be 
made.”

the Coosa River navigation 
project consists of single- lift 
locks that would be 
constructed at the existing 
Alabama Power Company’s 
Walter Bouldin, Mitchell, Lay, 
Logan Martin, H. Neely Henry 
and Weiss Dams. The nine- foot 
navigation channel, 150 feet 
wide, from the head of 
navigation in the Jones Bluff 
(Alabama River) reservoir 
through an excavated canal to 
the Walter Bouldin, and then 
other Coosa River 
impoundments, and thence to 
Rome would be 280 miles 
long. Each of the locks would 
have a clear length of 600 feet 
and width of 84 feet, the same 
as the locks under construction 
on the Alabama River.” 

It is anticipated by officials 
of the Coosa-Alabama River 
Improvement Association that 
the Coosa River project will be 
approved and submitted to the 
Congress by the Secretary of 
the Army within a period of 90 
days. In this event the project 
will become active and every 
effort will be made to secure 
appropriations, for advanced 
engineering, by fiscal year 
1972 which beings July Ist, 
1971. 

The development of the 
Coosa River will ultimately 
establish a 9 feet deep and 150 
feet wide navigation channel 
from Mobile to Rome, Georgia 
a distance of approximately 
625 river miles. 

The Alabama River is now 
navigable to Selma and up to 
the Jones Bluff project 
approximatley 243 miles. The 
schedule for providing 
navigaiton to Montgomery and 
above to the Walter Bouldin 
Power Dam on the Coosa is 
currently September, 1971, 


When the Jones Bluff Lock is 
placed in operation in 1971, 
approximately 370 river miles 
of navigable water will be 
available from above 
Montgomery to the Port of 
Mobile and beyond.

‘*Alabama’s assistance 
caseload has not been affected 
materially by the 1969 Federal 
court ruling that prohibited 
durational residence 
requirements as a condition for 
receiving aid,” Pensions and 
Security Commissioner Frank 
House said today, 

Records of the department 
since August 1969, when the 
ruling took effect, show 
opening of only 575 cases that 
would not have met old 
requirements. More than half 
of these had been receiving aid 
in another state, House added. 
During the same period, 
payment was discontinued by 
Alabama for 440 cases living in 
other states. 

“Looking at these data, 
therefore, we find the net 
result of the ruling so far has 
been an increase of 135 cases,” 
the Commissioner said. “This 


experience,” House continued, 
‘indicates that residence 
requirements of the past did 
not keep many needy persons 
in this state from getting help. 
Nor do we anticipate any 
influx of persons into Alabama 
for the purpose of getting 
assistance.” 

By categories, House said 
the cases added included 
mainly the aged (382) and 
families of dependent children 
(151), with only one blind and 
41 disabled, Similarly, most of 
those discontinued were aged 
or ADC families.

The 
question has been raised as to the amount of revenue that 
would have come to the County General Fund from the Probate 
Office if the Probate Judge had been on a salary since 1965. My 
wife, Virginia, has worked extensively in the Probate Office. 
Had | been on a salary since 1965 | would have placed her on a 
salary (the Board permitting) of $350.00 per month, or $4,200 
per year as a regular employee. 


Thus to answer the rumor it is necessary to subtract 
from the gross income of the Probate Office that which | have 
paid the employees in the office and the total income that 
Virginia and | would have received each year.

WATER IS A 


You can do without food for 
five weeks or more, but without 
water a man can survive only a 
few days. Without oxygen, death 
approaches in minutes. This puts 
water in second place as one of 
the most important factors for 
the survival of man and animals. 

The exact time you can go 
without water depends, of 
course, on your rate of water 
loss and this will vary according 
to conditions, It's estimated an 
individual walking:in the desert 
the hottest time of day could 
lose water so fast as to die of 
dehydration in less than 24 
hours. But under less stressful 
conditions he would exist with- 
out water for a longer time. 

But why talk about how little 
water you can use”? It is more im- 
portant that you get enough of 
this important nutrient. 

Water In The Body 

The human body is composed, 
by weight, of about two-thirds 
water. Some people have re- 
ferred to this high water content 
in the body as “the sea within

It is composed, literally, 
of salt water plus other essential 
substances in solution. 


All foods contain some water, 
and they help you get your daily 
water quota. Some foods are high 
in water content. Tomatoes, for 
example, are 93 percent water. 
They would hardly taste as good 
without this water content. 


Most of the body's chemical 
processes take place in solution. 
Some of the water our bodies 
use each day must be replaced 
because of water excreted. Sev- 
eral pints a day are used up by 
your kidneys, bowels, perspira- 
tion, and exhaled breath. Wide 
variations can occur depending 
upon physical activity, your body 
temperature, salt balance, illness, 
or drugs which may cause ab- 
normal loss 


Insensible Perspiration 

We also lose water through 
our skin by so-called insensible 
perspiration. This can amount to 
about a pint a day. If you were 
to hold the palm of your hand 
against a glass surface, the water 
that collects on the glass is ap- 
parent. Because your skin emits 
this water so gradually, you are 
not aware of it. But without this 
mechanism your body could not 
maintain its proper temperature 
when you are relatively inactive. 
This invisible sweating keeps you 
from over-heating 


Most city water supplies nowa- 
days are adequately protected 
against contamination. But you 
are lucky if you have cold, clean, 
fresh and really good tasting 
water when you turn on your 
kitchen faucet. That our water 
is poor in color, clarity and taste 
or odor, and that pollution is in- 
creasing rather than decreasing 
should be every citizens concern.

Vernon Gibson, Sr., 
Chairman of the Board of 
Southeastern Products 
Company said that his firm has 
purchased all the 
manutacturing facilities of 
UNARCO Industries, called the 
Asbestos Products Department 
of UNARCO’s Chembest 
Division. 

The Bloomington plant is 
one of the oldest companies in 
the industry, serving thousands 
of accounts, according to 
SEPCO spokesmen. Its 1969 
sales of asbestos products were 
$650,000, 

Grading and construction 
are well under way for a 
17,280 square foot addition to 
SEPCO’s Pelham Plant, It will 
house the machiery, 
equipment, and inventory 
being moved to Pelham from 
Bloomington, 


Also being re-located in the 
Shelby County area are Jerry 
Harmon, Plant Superintendent, 
and three other key employees, 

Three low-boy trucks 
loaded with equipment arrived 
in Pelham last week, Three 
more are expected this week, 
The machinery will be steam- 
cleaned and repainted while 
workmen finish the building 
where it will be housed. 
Company spokesman Clarence 
Lloyd indicated that work will 
begin “round the clock” 
installing the machinery as 
soon as the roof is on the 
building, 


SEPCO will employ 
unskilled workers and train 
them on the job for operating 
the additional equipment. 

The company expects to 
add several women workers as 
well as men, 


SEPCO officials are 
reportedly very happy at the 
opportunity to purchase the 
Bloomington firm, The sale 
was arranged when the parent 
company received so many 
orders in another of its 
divisions that it decided to 
dispose of its asbestos 
manufacturing.

County employees protected, 
prohibited from vote solicting 


Employees of Shelby 
County are both protected and 
prohibited from participating 
in political fund raising and 
vote soliciting, 

Patterned after similar 
legislation relating to state 
employees, the county act (No. 
247, H. 951,Cates) was passed 
in the 1965 regular session of 
the legislature. The act 
establishes a Personnel Appeals 
Board for the county and 
applies to all personnel 
employed or appointed by the 
county Board of Revenue. Its 
Original intent was to free 
highway department 
employees from. traditional 
political pressures, But its 
coverage extends to all county 
employees from typists and 
machine operators to deputies. 

Significantly, no complaint 
has ever been raised, and the 
Personne! Appeals Board has 
never met. 

The **Protects 
employees from discrimination 
on political or religious 
opinions,” 

It further states, “No 
employee shall pay or promise 
to pay any assessment for any 
political organization or take 
part in soliciting any 


act 


assessment.” 

It prohibits employees from 
becoming members of 
committees of political parties 
and from taking part in 
political campaigns, “except to 
exercise his right as a citizen 
privately to express his opinion 
and to cast his vote.” 

A penalty provides that any 
employee who the 
provisions of the “shall 
forfeit his position.” 

In addition any employee 
may appeal to the five-member 
Personnel Board in event of a 
dismissal or demotion within 
14 days,

program as a research project 
by adding other known control 
techniques to further reduce 
weevil population, THis will 
provide valuable information 
to cotton producers 
throughout the United States. 


Every acre of cotton in 
these three counties should be 
trapped during the next week 
or ten days. Synthetic 
attractants are used to lure the 
weevil to the traps. Each trap is 
painted a color favorable to the 
weevils and is coated with a 
sticky substance that will hold 
the weevil on contact. 


Fieldmen will service the 
traps once each week and 
report weevils caught and 


location of infestations. 
Theoretically and from results 
obtained in other areas the 
spring emergence following the 
fall spraying should be down to 
about 10 % of normal. THe 
trapping program should 
reduce the emerging weevil

In the Shelby County Reporter Thursday, March 16, 1967, 
LEGISLATIVE REPORT, your present Representative stated “I have revised 
the portion of the advertised local bill pertaining to Pistol Permits to read as 
follows:” 

“Proceeds from the issuance of pistol permits will be entered into the 
County General Fund instead of ‘any bank in the county’. The proceeds from 
the sale of pistol permits under this bill can only be used for law enforcement 
purposes and this fund will be audited by the State Examiners and public 
records made of the use of these funds.” 

Your present Representative further stated, “I appreciate the many calls I 
have had concerning this bill recently, and I think the suggestion that this 
revision be made in this bill is a good one and I am happy to make the 
change.” 

Under the local legislation courtesy rule, there is no question but that he 
had authority to make this change as promised, but this was not done. Below 
is the exact copy of the Pistol Permit Bill as passed.

Act No, 105 H. 172—Stubbs 


AN ACT 


Relating to law enforcement in Shelby County; fixing the fee for 
the issuance of med rhage providing for the deposit of such fees in a 
—_ 2 ag designated the Sheriff's Fund and providing for the use of 
such fund. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. In Shelby County the fee for issuance of a permit 
to carry a pistol in a vehicle or concealed on or about the person 
as provided in Code of Alabama 1940 Title 14, Section 177 shall 
be five dollars, which shall be collected by the Sheriff. 


Section 2. Any and all monies collected under Section 1 of 
this act shall be deposited by the Sheriff of Shelby County, in any 
bank located in Shelby County, into a fund known as the 
Sheriff's Fund. 


Section 3. The Sheriff's Fund as provided in Section 2 of 
this act shall be drawn upon by the Sheriff of Shelby County or 
his appointed agent and shall be used exclusively for law en- 
forcement purposes and in the discharge of the Sheriff’s office 
as he sees fit. 


Section 4. The establishment of the Sheriff's Fund as pro- 
vided in this act and the use of such funds shall in no way dimin-

_ Section 5. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law. 


Section 6. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such 
declaration shall not affect the part which remains.

Shelby County Citizens voted for a salary system for all elected county 
officials in 1965 which stated all fees, commissions, percentages, allowances, 
etc, shall be paid into the General Fund of the county, Your present 
Representative passed a special act that the pistol permit fee shall be paid to 
an office rather than the general fund as you directed, 

The last audit of the Shelby County Sheriff's office showed that from 
September 1967 through August 1968 receipts from sale of pistol permits 
was $6370 and the sum of $6087 was spent. The audit does not report as to 
how this money was spent,

Editorial 


Brewer Gives Us A Sense Of Possible, 
Taste For Better Future For Children 


“Brewer has given us peace and a governor 
who is willing to work...here in Alabama to 
help solve people’s problems.” 


Sensing that in George Wallace 
there was a man of great talent 
for political leadership this 
newspaper endorsed his candidacy 
for governor in 1958 and in 1962. 

The question was the same then 
as it is now: for whom does state 
government work? Is it the power 
company, the telephone company, 
the gas company and big news- 
papers? 

This is the central question in 
every governor's race in this 
particular state because the great 
aggregate of our people cannot 
afford as many of the services 
of government as those in other 
States. 

Familes in Alabama are sup- 
ported on incomes that are less 
than the wages earned by familes 
in all but two other states. 

Alabama's rank of 48th in per 
capita income means we are all 
losers: the people, the schools, the 
many other services of govern- 
ment, even utilities and big 
newspapers. 

We can’t have better schools 
or buy the electricity to work cen- 
tral heating and cooling systems 
in our houses if we can’t afford 
them. Our people can’t have satis- 
fying lives as long as we don't 
make enough to afford them. 

So, in 1962 we turned to George 
Wallace as a man who could 
change these depressing figures. 
We overlooked his quixotic battles 
with mock enemies in his exciting 
campaign believing him when he 
told us face-to-face that those 
speeches were “just politics.” 

We looked for something real 
from him, something you could 
close your hand on. We looked 
for a governor who would place 
the tax burden on those most able 
to afford it, a genuine leader to 
develop our talents and improve 
the lives of our people. 

But after the speeches were over 
and he had seized the mace of 
power we found he had betrayed 
us. That has happened before and 
matters little because we are only 
one newspaper. 

What we cannot forgive is the 
fact he betrayed the very “little 
people” who believed him when 
he spoke to them, spoke with such 
strength, simplicity and confidence 
that his words held out the real 
promise of escape from some 
predicament pressing down on 
their lives. 

This we cannot forgive: 

—He put the burden of taxes 
on the people who could afford 
them least. It is the molder making 
$85 a week — not the power com- 
pany executive making $1,000 a 
week — who hurt when auto tags 


went from $3 to $13, when the 
driver's license fee was doubled, 
when sales tax was piled upon 
sales tax. 

—It is the wage-earner’s wife 
who feels the bite from sales taxes 
which, with Wallace’s help, now 
make up 35.4 per cent of all taxes 
collected. 

—The bank president and cor- 
poration executive pay their share 
only through income taxes. 
Wallace knew income taxes ac- 
count for only 12 per cent of the 
state budget and corporation taxes 
only six per cent. Why did he 
let them off in favor of adding 
burdens on the young couples 
starting a family, the old people 
on fixed incomes and the millions 
of plain people he claims to cham- 
pion? How can he explain that? 

What did he give the plain peo- 
ple of Alabama in exchange for 
a heavier share of the tax burden? 
Did he replace the old way with 
something of value? Did he give 
us new industries with high-paying 
jobs, for instance? 

Here again the record is not 
what he claims. During his first 
four years in office — according 
to figures compiled by the states 
themselves — Alabama was at the 
bottom of all the other Southern 
States. 

The percentage increase in new 
manufacturing jobs for those four 
years was 23.4 per cent in Ten- 
nessee, 23.2 per cent in Florida, 
19.2 per cent in Georgia and 17.4 
per cent in Mississippi. Why did 
Alabama fail to do as well as the 
four states surrounding us? 

Instead of industrial progress we 
were getting years of unparalleled 
turmoil which made the lives of 
local officials a living hell, grap- 
pling as they had to not with 
political issues but with the reality 
of events. 

We have had not government 
but one long, unending political 
campaign, Wallace promises us 
more and calls it a movement, 
But how can a movement exist 
which two years before was 
repudiated by 70 per cent of the 
South and 95 per cent of the peo- 
ple of the rest of the nation? 

There was, of course, some pro- 
eress during the Wallace years. 
But he was not alone in proposing 
effective action like the trade 
school and junior college program, 
and the mental health program. 

The governor proposes but the 
Legislature disposes. An invaluable 
friend of progressive state legishi- 
tion helped guide those measures 
along the difficult route from an 
iden to a reality

First as speaker of the house 
of representatives and then as 
lieutenant governor and now as 
governor it is largely due to the 
leadership of Albert Brewer that 
these ideas were fleshed in ex- 
ecutive fact. 

Life teaches a man his poli- 
tics. Albert Brewer learned how 
such programs turn on the lives 
of people, opening opportunities 
witheld. He learned as the son 
of a Decatur electrician who had 
to work his way through school. 

He shows he has not forgotten 
in ways that count. He has worked 
overtime adding $100 million to 
our schools, showed brilliant in- 
stinct for the functioning of 
government in his reorganization 
of the executive department and 
he still remembers for whom 
government works in Alabama. 

We believe him when he says 
there will be no sales taxes as 
long as he is governor. We believe 
him because he told the 
Legislature he would veto one if 
passed, and his last major tax bill 
was an income tax measure — 
aimed at the people and in- 
stitutions who can best afford to 
pay. 

Wallace has given us turmoil 
and asked the man who works 
for hourly wages to pay the bill. 
Brewer has given us peace and 
a governor who is willing to work, 
really work here in Alabama to 
help solve people's problems. 

And, Brewer, has asked the peo- 
ple and powerful institutions who 
have known good luck and finan- 
cial success to shoulder more of 
the tax burden, 

But, he has given us more. He 
has given us a sense of the possi- 
ble, a taste for a better future 
when Alabama is not 48th but — 
at last — on its way to first. 

Apparently that is what the 
students at Jacksonville State 
University sensed and those at An- 
niston High School when they 
chose Brewer in straw votes by 
overwhelming numbers, seven to 
two and six to one. 

There have been approximately 
40 similar votes taken in high 
schools in the tier of counties north 
of Birmingham and they all are 
the same. They show 60 per cent 
for Brewer and 20 per cent for 
Wallace. 

Wallace says, “Give us back 
our children.” The children say, 
“Give us Brewer for governor.” 
Who will we listen to? We will 
listen to the school children and 
vote for Brewer.

This Pistol Permit Bill was considered such a benefit for law enforcement and such a model 


bill that 23 other counties have since passed identical bills. 

The reason it was necessary to place this fund in a bank was that the Board of Revenue had 

declined to pay for these things because they said funds were not available, or they claimed 

that they lacked authority to pay for such items under existing law.

This pistol permit bill was passed for the same purpose for which the fund for the District’ 

Attorneys was passed during my opponents tenure of office. 


ADDITIONAL CIRCUIT JUDGESHIP BILL 


My opponent implied that adding one judge to our three-county circuit cost the county over 
$18,000.00 per year when he should know that this doesn’t cost the county a cent.

Unofficial totals in the race 
show the Beat 7 (Alabaster) 
vote as 560 for Stubbs and 298 
for Cates.

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Red Cross urges P. O. W. protests 


Americans will be asked to 
commemorate World Red 
Cross Day on May 8 by 
protesting to Hanoi on the 
treatment of U.S. prisoners 
held by North Vietnam. 


A new ‘Write Hanoi” 
campaign keyed to the birth 
date of Henri Dunant, Swiss 
philanthropist who founded in 
1863 what was to become the 
worldwide Red Cross 
movement, calls for an 
outpouring of letters on North 
Vietnam protesting its 
violation of the Geneva 
Prisoner of War Convention. 


American Red Cross 
officials here urged that letters 
be addressed to: Office of the 
President, Democratic 
Republic of Cietnam, Hanoi, 
North Vietnam. Air mail letters 
weighing one-half ounce or less 
should carry 25 cents in 
postage. 


Since Red Cross has become 
the traditional neutral 
intermediary in time of 
conflict, World Red Cross Day 
is considered by officials an 
appropriate time to launch the 
protest letter campaign. 

The day will be celebrated 
this year by 113 Red Cross, 
Red Crescent, and Red Lion 
and Sun societies with over 
225 million members around 
the world. 

The Geneva Convention, to 
which North Vietnam is a 
signatory, obligates the parties 
to allow free access to 
prisoners and their places of 
detention by the Internation! 
Committee of the Red Cross 
(ICRC), 

Throughout the Vietnam 
conflict, U.S. and South 
Vietnam forces have adhered 
to these provisions in their 
treatment of some 33,000 
enemy prisoners who are being 
detained in six prisoner of war 
camps which are visited 
regularly by delegates of the 
ICRC. The North Vietnamese,

however, still refuse to allow 
Inspection of camps in which 
Americans and other war 
prisoners are detained, 

The past year has seen a 
great intensification of U.S, 
government and American Red 
Cross efforts to prevail upon 
North Vietnam to honor its 
Signature to the Geneva 
Conventions. In recent week, 
Hanoi has appeared to be 
easing its stand somewhat, 
reporting that 320 U.S. 
prisoners are being held and 
identifying them a few at a 
time. North Vietnam also is 
allowing families of identified 
prisoners to send six-pound 
food parcels to them every 
other month. 


Although these moves are 
considered promising, they still 
fall far short of the agreed 
upon rules of conduct in 
handling war prisoners, which 
include identification of all 
prisoners, adequate diet and 
medical care, repatriation of 
sick or wounded prisoners, 
communication with their 
families, and protection from 
abuse or reprisals,

Navigational lights 
cause patrol concern 


Alabams Water Patrolman 
Bill Attaway of Clanton said 
today that navigational light 
deficiencies on boats operating 
at night have been noted with 
concern, 

Attaway pointed out that 
an increase in night time 
boating accidents and night 
boating traffic has made proper 
navigational lights an absolute 
necessity, All mechanically 
driven vessels up to 26’ 
operating between the hours of 
sunset and sunrise must display 
a combination red and green 
light on the bow showing red 
to port (left) and green to 
Starboard (right) and a 360 
degree white light on the stern, 


Major collective bargaining 
agreements covering about five 
million workers are subject to 
renegotiation in 1970.

Attaway said that some of 
the most common lighting 
violations observed are: 

1. The 360 degree white 
light on the stern often is not 
burning or not visible 360 
degrees. 

2. Many boaters mount the 
red and green lights incorrectly 
on the curved part of the bow, 
In many instances they are not 
burning. 

3. Many boaters are 
mounting the 20 point light 
used on international systems 
off the centerline ‘where it is

4, Boaters are anchoring at 
night without displaying the 
360 degree white light. 

Attaway also noted that 
boaters operating with lighting 
deficiencies are not only in 
violation of the Water Safety 
Law and subject to citation 
and fine, but create an 
extremely dangerous situation 
which could result in an 
accident.

The Cambodia Decision 


BY WALTER FLOWERS 


Sometimes the robes of 
public office require difficult 
decisions. This is true, from 
personal experience, in the case 
of a United States 
Congressman -- it is true many 
times over in the case of the 
President of our Nation, These 
tough decisions can only be 
made after an agonizing 
appraisal of facts, alternatives 
and consequences. Advisors 
may differ on what to do, and 
the facts may be in conflict. 
The emotions of an entire 
nation may be involved. The 
people might be divided, with 
little hope of a consensus 
forthcoming. 

What might the percentages 
be in favor of one course of 
action (or vote) over another - - 
almost never do they come out 
100% one way or another, 80% 
to 20%? 60% to 40%: 50% 
either way? 

Such a decision had to be 
made by our President last 
week, and it most likely was an 
extremely close one. First of 
all, whether or not to send 
American ‘‘advisors” into 
Cambodia with South 
Vietnamese combat troops and 
U, S. artillery and air support, 
And, then, perhaps more 
difficult: Whether to commit 
our own ground combat forces 
across the border into 
Cambodia against the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong 


enemy, 
Unquestionably the 
Cambodian sanctuaries have 


provided the Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese with much 
needed protection for staging 
areas, stockpiles and control 
centers, The main population 
of South Vietnam is within 
easy reach of these regions - - 
to the great advantage of the 
enemy so long as Sihanouk was 
in power and allowed the 
Communists free and 
uninhibited access to 
Cambodia's territory. The 
magnitude of this problem was 
brought forcefully to my 
attention when | was there in 
South Vietnam last August. 
Under cover of night an enemy 
rocket crew crossed into South 
Vietnam from the “Parrot's

Beak” of Cambodia, fired 
several rounds into the Siagon 
area, and akipped back to 
Cambodia before daylight. 

President Nixon, as 
Commander-in- Chief, and 
possessed of all available 
information on this grave 
matter, determined that it was 
necessary to go into these 
border areas with South 
Vietnamese and American 
troops to clean out the enemy 
positions. Initial reports of 
success are highly encouraging. 
It was his decision that, on 
balance, the best interests of 
our nation and our brave men 
fighting for freedom in 
Southeast Asia could only be 
served in this way. 

Most Americans want to 
bring this entire war to a just 
conclusion as early as possible 
with a minimum amount of 
human suffering. A general 
enlargement of the conflict is 
not desired, although | believe 
we can and should support 
every effort toward an early 
conclusion through 


negotiations or military action. 
But, at all times, we must 
provide maximum protection 
for our people who are now in 
Southeast Asia, while 
continuing with a _ policy 
allowing the steady withdrawal 
of our troops, 


I know that this was a hard 
decision for our President. It 
will likewise strain the minds 
and hearts of throughtful, loyal 
and patriotic citizens 
throughout our land, These are 
truly the “times that try men’s 
souls”, 


But one thing is not 
difficult for me - - now that the 
decision has been made and 
whatever the percentages might 
have been or the great hue and 
cry that will be raised to the 
contrary. | will give my total 
support to our President in the 
particular course of action that 
he has chosen, 

This I judge to be my 
responsibility as a Member of 
Congress and as a citizen of the 
United States.

PROTEIN AND YOU 


It has been written that next 
to water, protein is the most 
plentiful substance in the body 
If all the water were squeezed 
out of you, about half your dry 
weight would be protein 

How is this protein distrib- 
uted” A third is in muscle. About 
a fifth in bone and cartilage. A 
tenth of your protein is in your 
Skin. The rest is distributed in 
other tissues and body fluids. 
Normally, only bile and urine do 
not contain protein 

Building Blocks 

Thus it is that protein is con- 
sidered the building block of the 
body. Our blood contains several 
dozen types of protein. Proteins 
are also involved in the exchange 
of nutrients between cells and 
fluids. This exchange function 
involves the constant breaking 
down and rebuilding of mole- 
cules or parts of molecyles. This 
explains why we must get ade- 
quate protein in our meals each 
day even after the growth years 
The body is not static 

Proteins should not be utilized 
by the body for energy. They can 
be, if not enough starches, sug- 
ars and fat are present. In turn, 
this can mean you don't have 
enough protein for the body's 
handling of wear and tear. 

So nutritionists recommend a 
balanced diet from a wide variety

The economics of food, how- 
ever, and the variety of tastes 
and other nutrients one gets 
from many foods make it sensi- 
ble for us to get protein from all 
sources, not just from animal 
foods 

So even when you're thinking 
of protein, the four food group 
plan looms in importance, Both 
the milk group and meats-fish- 
poultry-egg group are excellent 
sources of protein. But so do we 
get a lot of useful protein from 
the other two groups — breads 
and cereals, fruits and vegeta- 
bles.

YOUR FAMILY AND BREAKFAST 


It seems a crime that other 


desires and demands often take 
the place of the family eating 
breakfast together. The informa 
tion I have, is that a substantial 
weekday morning meal, with all 
the family members eating to 
gether, is not occurring in most 
American households 


One survey has shown that 
three-fourths of all American 
families do not eat breakfast to- 
gether. One-third of all house- 
wives and a quarter of all hus 
bands eat alone. Ten percent of 
the men do not eat breakfast at 
all. In one out of four house 
holds, one child eats alone with 
out supervision. Six pereent of 


children go to school without 
breakfast 

The average person spends 
less than 20 minutes at the 


breakfast table 
Do-It-Yourself Eating 

Breakfast is a do-it-yourself 
project.

situations, We think there are 
at least three constitutionally 
permissible ways for the trial 
judge to handle the obstreper- 
ous defendant like Allen: ° 


1. Bind and gag him, 
thereby keeping him present, 
2, Cite him for contempt. 

3. Take him out of the 
courtroom until he promises to 
conduct himself properly.” 

The relevance of this 
decision to current events is 
too obvious to be missed -- 
The decision is bad news and a 
clear warning to those who 
expected their disruptive 
conduct to win them immunity 
from trial and punishment. As 
no one relishes the use of such 
techniques, the restraints 
mentioned should only be used 
where absolutely necessary, 

The Court points out that 
several remedies are available 
to the judge faced with a 
defendant such as Allen, He 
can have him bound, shackled 
and gagged; he can hold him in 
civil or criminal contempt; he 


can exclude him from the trial 
and carry on in his absence, 
And it would appear that other 
methods can be devised as well. 
The constitutional right to be 
present at one’s own trial 
should be and can be 
surrendered if it is abused for 
the purpose of frustrating the 
trial proceedings. ‘‘Due 
process” does not require the 
presence of a defendant if his 
presence means that there will 
be no orderly process at all. 

It is unfortanate that a few 
radicals can succeed in forcing 
us to adopt such severe 
measures, but it would be more 
unfortunate if our society were 
incapable of maintaining and 
guaranteeing the orderly 
administration of justice. To 
allow the activities of a 
defendant to disrupt and stall 
his trial is to allow him to 
profit from his own wrong. 


The Constitution would 
protect none of us if it 
prevented the courts from 
acting to preserve the very 
processes which the 
Constitution itself prescribes,

One of the most important 
ind decisive debates in the 
history of this Country is 
‘e(ting underway in the United 
States Senate, This concerns a 
proposed constitutional 
amendment which has already 
been approved by the House of 
Representatives and which 
proposes to elect the President 
by direct popular vote instead 
of by the Electoral College, as 
1as been the case for the past 
181 years, 


The Electoral College 
nethod of choosing the 
President is the result of a 


sompromise between the large 
ind small states as part of the 
price the 13 original states 
igreed to pay for the creation 
f our nation, It was expressly 
lesigned to prevent a 
concentration of power to 
‘lect a President in any one 
egion of the country or in any 
social class of combination of 
special interest groups, 
Today, however, 
iltra-liberal advocates of the 
xroposed amendment to 
‘liminate the Electoral College 
laim that it is old and out-of- 


date and therefore a danger to 
the Nation, 

Various polls seem to 
indicaté that many voters in 
the Nation are inclined to 
abandon the Electoral College 
in favor of direct election of 
our President, However, 
whenever I discuss this subject 
with Alabama voters, most are 
quick to see that the Electoral 
College serves the best interest 
of Alabama and \the South. 


In my opinion the original 
reasons for adopting the 
Electoral College are still valid 
reasons for keeping it. 

In popular elections, bloc 
votes in various sections of the 
country could join in a single 
unit and could very will decide 
the outcome of the national 
election, On the other hand, 
with 50 individual States 
contributing to the election, 
the weight of bloc votes is 
drastically reduced and their 
importance diluted, because 
the nationwide total of such 
votes is divided into 50 units in 
which one bloc must compete 
with other segments of the 
states’ citizens for each state’s 
electoral votes,

Furthermore, the bill 
_ Provides that the leading 
“candidate would he elected if 
he receives as maiiy as 40% of 
the National votes, This would 
allow concentration of power 
in the hig states of the Nation 
with les consideration being 
given to the voters of the 
smaller states. Senator Curtis 
of Nebraska, who opposes the 
direct election plan, said that 
he did not want to see any 
election for President decided 
by a tombstone in Chicago, 
This makes sense because the 
whole mass of votes from all 
over the country for each 
candidate are grouped together 
including fradulent votes, if 
any, and heavy bloc votes, 

Under the present bill a 
runoff election is provided in 
the event no candidate receives 
as many as 40% of the votes, 
Such a runoff would engender 
such political strife, rivalry, 
prejudicial appeals, _ bias, 
factionalism and sectionalism 
that its effect on the country 


could not be other than 
unfavorable. 

I believe that the direct 
election plan would be 


contrary to the best interest of 
Alabama and the South and 
against conservative principles 
of government. I am going to 
do all that I can to defeat the 


direct election plan, feeling 
that I am acting in the best 
interest of the people of 
Alabama in doing so. 

I believe we will defeat the 
plan in the Senate because it 
takes a two-thirds vote to pass. 
There are probably ten 
different modifications of the 
direct election plan that have 
been suggested, Most of these 
are so complicated that a 
Philadelphia lawyer would have 
a hard time understanding 
them. Even their sponsors 
admit their plans have weak 
points. So it may be that the 
proponents of the change will 


have so many different 
alternate plans that they 
cannot agree in sufficient 


numbers on one plan, whereas 
the opponents of the direct 
election plan are all of one 
mind in our opposition to the 
direct election.

egion of the country or in any 
ocial class of combination of 
pecial interest groups, 
however, 
trucliberal advocates of the 

posed amendment to 
liminate the Clectural College 
luim that it is old and out-of- 


fodayv, 


date and therefore a danger to 
the Nation. 

Various polls seem to 
indicaté that many voters in 
the Nation are inclined to 
abandon the Electoral College 
in favor of direct election of 
our President. However, 
whenever I discuss this subject 
with Alabama voters, most are 
quick to see that the Electoral 
College serves the best interest 
of Alabama and the South, 


In my opinion the original 
reasons for adopting the 
Electoral College are still valid 
reasons for keeping it. 

In popular elections, bloc 
votes in various sections of the 
country could join in a single 
unit and could very will decide 
the outcome of the national 
election. On the other hand, 
with 50 individual States 
contributing to the election, 
the weight of bloc votes is 
drastically reduced and their 
importance diluted, because 
the nationwide total of such 
votes is divided into 50 units in 
which one bloc must compete 
with other segments of the 
states’ citizens for each state's 
electoral votes.

Furthermore, the bill 
provides that the leading 


“candidate would he elected if 


he receives as may as 40% of 
the National votes. This would 
allow concentration of power 
in the hig states of the Nation 
with le s consideration being 
given to the voters of the 
smaller states. Senator Curtis 
of Nebraska, who opposes the 
direct election plan, said that 
he did not want to see any 
election for President decided 
by a tombstone in Chicago. 
This makes sense because the 
whole mass of votes from all 
over the country for each 
candidate are grouped together 
including fradulent votes, if 
any, and heavy bloc votes, 
Under the present bill a 
runoff election is provided in 
the event no candidate receives 
as many as 40% of the votes. 
Such a runoff would engender 
such political strife, rivalry, 
prejudicial appeals, bias, 
factionalism and sectionalism 
that its effect on the country 


could not be other than 
unfavorable. 

I belicve that the direct 
election plan would be 


contrary to the best interest of 
Alabama and the South and 
against conservative principles 
of government. I am going to 
do all that I can to defeat the 
direct election plan, feeling 
that I am acting in the best 
interest of the people of 
Alabama in doing so, 

I believe we will defeat the 
plan in the Senate because it 
takes a two-thirds vote to pass, 
There are probably ten 
different modifications of the 
direct election plan that have 
been suggested. Most of these 
are so complicated that a 
Philadelphia lawyer would have 
a hard time understanding 
them. Even their sponsors 
admit their plans have weak 
points, So it may be that the 
proponents of the change will 


have so many different 
alternate plans — that they 
cannot agree in sufficient 


numbers on one plan, whereas 
the opponents of the direct 
election plan are all of one 
mind in our opposition to the 
direct election.

Approval of a federal grant 
of $208,542 for Shelby 
County was announced 
Tuesday by Congressman 
Walter Flowers, Senators James 
Allen and John Sparkman, 

The grant is from the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, under the 
Neighborhood Facilities 
program. The money is 
earmarked for construction of 
a building to provide facilities 
for health and welfare, adult 
education, employment 
assistance, legal aid and 
recreation, 

County Planner W. Paul 
Yeager ‘of Pelham, who 
gathered the data and prepared 


the application for the grant, 
said the building is planned to 
have about 40 rooms and 
offices in addition to a large 
multi-purpose room, Its 
proposed location is adjacent 
to the county library building 
on the Maude Simmons 
property, recently purchased 
by the county. 

Yeager said many activities 
can be located in the new 
center, In addition to those 
mentioned above, he lists the 
Office of Economic 


services, probably from the 
Farmers Home Administration. 

One beneficial side-effect 
would be to relieve the 
overcrowded conditions in the 
annex of the present 
courthouse, by locating case 
workers and some 
administrative people in the 
new center.

Health centers 
renders aid 


Professional personnel in 
Alabama’s community mental 
health centers rendered 996 
hours of consultation to other 
agencies during the month of 
March, according to Dr. 
Stonewall Stickney, state 
mental health commissioner. 
The statistical report was 
released this week. 

“This is about a 75 per 
cent increase over the same 
month in 1969, and represents 
an important growing trend in 
preventing serious emotional 
illness in our state,” said Dr. 
Stickney. 

“Even with a doubled staff, 
we couldn’t give the one-to 
one attention to all the people 
in Alabama who could benefit 
from out-patient treatment. 
Our most efficient approach, 
therefore, is to render as 
much consultative and backup 
service as possible to 
personnel in agencies where 
these people are seen on a 
day-to- day basis.” The 
commissioner said he had 
reference to teachers, 
ministers, welfare workers, law 
enforcement officers and 
others who encounter persons 
with problems. . 

According to the March 
statistical report, issued by the 
Alabama Department of 
Mental Health, 8,009 patients 
were under care at mental 
health centers in the state that 
month, New admissions 
totaled 631, and 650 cases 
were terminated,

UM sends Nixon 


longest telegram 


One of the longest telegrams 
ever transmitted from the 
Western Union office in 
Birmingham originated on the 
University Montevallo campus 
Tuesday morning. 


The message, wired to the 
White House in Washington, 
expressed strong support for 
President Nixon’s conduct of 
the war in Southeast Asia. 


The telegram contained the 
names of more than 1,000 


students and university 
personnel, 
When completed the 


telegram measured more than 
‘0 feet in length and took over 
two hours to transmit, 


The resolution backed the 
President in his direction of the 
nation’s foreign policy. It read: 


“as members of the student 
body, administration and 
faculty of the University of 
Montevallo, we want you to 
know that we and our 
colleagues on campuses across 
this country are staunch 
bastions of sanity, maturity 
and pride, We support your 
right to direct the foreign 
policy of the United States. We 
support your recent efforts to 
conclude American 
involvement in Vietnam,” 

The project was conducted 
campus- wide by the U.M. 
Circle K Club, the Young 
Repbulicans, and a group of 
independent student 
volunteers, Conducted mainly 
over the weekend in 
dormitories on campus, the 
telegram was endorsed by over

A request 
will be made in 1971 for funds 
under the Appalachian Water 
Resources Development 
Program to commence the 
installation of locks in the 
Alabama Power Company 
dams on the Coosa River. 

These locks will provide a 
lift of 439 feet on the Coosa

County courts handle 49 cases 


involving juvenile offenders 


Mrs, Nell Fulton, Director 
of the Shelby County 
Department of Pensions and 
Securities, reports that 49 cases 
involving juvenile offenders 
were disposed of by county 
courts in calendar year 1969. 

Of this number, 10 cases 
were the result of dependency 
and neglect. Of the remaining 
39 cases, 35 involved boys and 
four involved girls. 


On a statewide basis, 
Commissioner Frank House 
said that the number of 


juvenile cases dropped in 1969. 

The total for last year was 
13,783 cases, of which 9,359 
were concerned with 
delinquency and 4,424 with 
dependency and neglect. These 
data compare with 13,814 in 
1968 (which included 9,517 
delinquency cases) and 14,245 
in 1967 with 9,836 being 
delinquency, 

The Commissioner said that 
of the 13,783 cases handled in 
1969, there were 1,932 treated

National allergy foundation estimates 
five million children suffer hay fever 


The Allergy Foundation 
of America has estimated that 
as many as five million children 
in the United States suffer 
from hay fever or asthma. 

“As a matter of fact,”’Dr. 
Harold Klingler, of the State 
Health Department, says, 
“Allergies have been found to 
be a leading chronic disease in 
children, accounting for nearly 
a third of all chrenic 
conditions in children under 17 
years of age. 


“Many allergies are of a 
chronic nature and in some 
cases it may take months to see 
the end result,”Dr. Klingler 
explains. 

‘*However, if allergic 
management does not result in 
relief of symptions after a 
period of six months, the 
possibility that symptoms may 
be due to some other cause 
must be considered” ,he adds, 

Dr. Klingler suggests that 
avoidance of common 
inhalants and irritants in the 
home environment could 
reduce or even alleviate some 
childhood allergies. 

He offers these tips towards 
avoiding and eliminating the 
more important irritants and 


inhalant allergens from the 
child’s environment: 
*Pollen irritation can be 


lessened by installing in the 
bedroom window an efficient 
air conditioner, 

*The bedroom environment 
demands particular attention, 
in that pillows of feathers, 
down, cotton or kapok should 


be replaced with those of 
synthetic fiber. 

*Mattresses made of cotton 
or kapok should be enclosed in 
plastic casings. 

*Down-filled comforters 
should be replaced with 
blankets woven of wool or of 
synthetic fiber which have 
been thoroughly washed 
several times, 

*Small rugs should replace 
any large rug or carpet which 
entirely or nearly covers the 
floor. All overstuffed furniture 
and cushions in the bedroom 
should be removed,

Cotton lace may soon be re- 
moved from the category of 
fragile fabrics that have to be 
laundered with care. 

A new chemical treatment 
developed by U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture scientists 
increases cotton lace’s durabil- 
ity and improves its sewing 
and dyeing abilities. 

Already on the market this 
spring in the form of men’s 
ties, the new easy-care lace is 
expected to be used for wom- 
en’s and children’s apparel, 
draperies, bedspreads, and 
even paneled wall-coverings. 

Called “sculptured” lace, it 
has a re-embroidered tex- 
tured appearance with a three- 
dimensional effect. The proc- 
ess has been tested in a var- 
iety of laces, including light- 
weight flat lace, medium- 
weight Cluny lace, and heav- 
ier Venice-type lace. 

Since the lace is treated af- 
ter being woven, the process 
could be used for stretch lace 
This would enable manufac 
turers to use regular yarns 


and standard equipment to

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Tips for outdoor barbecuing 


Man’s favorite outdoor 
summer sport is barbecuing 
and, like any other type of 
cooking, technique plays a 
major role. 


According to the Structo 
Barbecue Institute and the 
National Safety Council, 
proper safety precautions can 
spell the difference between 
an enjoyable meal and 
potential disaster. As with 
any flame or fire, these 
experts say, respect for the 
grill should always be present, 
even when preparing some- 
thing easy to fix like hot 
dogs. 


Don’t grill in an area where 
children are playing. A care- 
less child may inadvertently 
run into the grill, tip it over, 
and be severely burned. 


If any part of grilling were 
to be branded as particularly 
dangerous, it’s lighting the 
fire. Many tragedies and near 
tragedies are caused every 
year by carelessness in light- 
ing charcoal, according to the 
National Safety Council.. 


Gasoline, because of its 
explosive nature, should be 
avoided along with any 
flammable material not 
expressly designed for 
barbecuing. Electric charcoal 


lighters should be handled 
with care; their elements, if 
stored in dampness, may 
short out when used, 


Follow the directions on 
the lighter fluid container 
which always say to let the 
liquid soak into the charcoal 
before lighting to reduce the 
hazard of a flash flame. Do 
not under any circumstances 
add lighter fluid once the grill 
is going. 


For handling food on the 
grill, it’s a good idea to have 
long-handled tools, preferably 
tongs that are sturdy with 
fire-proof grips, spokesmen 
for the Structo Barbecue 
Institute maintain.’A pair of 
heavy gloves will keep hands 
safe when it’s necessary to 
handle some hot item. 

A heavy apron to protect 
clothing from grease and 
sparks is a must for the chef. 
Roll up your sleeves and keep 
loose-fitting clothes away 
from the fire. 

When cooking steaks that 
drip fat into the fire, a 
sprinkling bottle filled with 
water is helpful in curbing 
flames that can ruin a fine 
piece of meat. 


Most outdoor chefs fail to 


realize the danger of charcoal 
fires which give off carbon 
monoxide, Charcoal should 
only be used outdoors or in 
well-ventilated indoor loca- 
tions such as a fireplace with 
an open draft. 


Controlled heat is the 
desire of every chef. And for 
best results for every type of 
outdoor recipe, according to 
the Barbecue Institute, a 
slow, even heat may be 
achieved by cooking with a 
minimum of charcoal. Cook- 
ing with a layer one briquette 
deep should be enough. 


For greater heat control 
and fewer hazardous sparks, 
experts prefer a covered grill 
or a windbreak on the grill to 
protect the fire from strong 
drafts. The best control 
comes from a covered or 
kettle grill that traps the heat 
much like an oven. A covered 
grill eleminates sparks and 
flame-ups and also provides 
even heat at a constant 
temperature to retain natural 
juices while barbecuing. 


After you have finished 
grilling, extinguish the live 
charcoals by dousing them 
with a panfull of water.

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True gentleman in speaker’s chair

In our system of 
government, the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives 
can only be compared with the 
President of the United States 
in power and prestige. The 
Speaker’s position stems partly 
from the method of his 
election, partly from his duties 
and responsibilities, and partly 
from his role as chief of one of 
the principal branches of the 
federal government. The 
Constitution merely says that: 
“The House of Representatives 
shall choose their Speaker and 
other officers ...", but 
remains silent upon his status 
and functions, The Speaker 
has always been elected, like 
the President and Vice 
President, on a national basis, 
for he is chosen by the 
Representatives of the whole 
people, He has been the elect 
of the elect. No law can be 
enacted without his signature, 
and in the event of the death 
or disability of the President 
and Vice President, the 
Constitution now provides 
that the Speaker succeed as 
President. 

Aside from long 
congressional service, the 
modern Speakers are men who 
have won the confidence and 
esteem not only of their own 
party, but also of the general 
membership of the House. 
They have usually served as 
chairmen of important 
comnuttees of the House or as 


floor leaders, Thus, Speaker 
Sam Rayburn was long 
chairman of the Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce and later 
Democratic floor leader, and 
John McCormack was floor 
leader for years before his 
elevation to Speaker. 

The Speaker derives his 
powers and duties from the 
Constitution, the rules of the 
House, previous decisions of 
the Chair, and general 
parliamentary law. Among 
other functions, he presides at 
the sessions of the House and 
decides points of order, He 
appoints the chairman of the 
Committee of the Whole and 
the members of select and 
conference committees, He 
refers bills and reports to the 
appropriate committees and 
calendars. He also enjoys the 
privileges of an ordinary 
member of the House, and 
may vote and participate in 
debate on the floor, unlike the 
Vice President who has no 
vote in the Senate except in 
case of a tie and has no right 
to enter into debate, 


Perhaps some have 
wondered, wha. kind of 
person becomes a leader 


within Congress; Usually he is 
one who recognizes that 
measure of individuality or 
independent freedom 
necessary to the other 
members, He is a man with a 
great “feel” for the national 
interest. He rarely behaves 
autocratically, even in little

things, and only within certain 
limits in great things when the 
public interest dictates. He 
evokes admiration for his skill 
and sureness of touch, for his 
sense of fair play and his hard 
work, 

All of these things and 
more I have observed in 
Speaker John McCormack, He 
is warmly admired and 
respected by everyone, a great 
leader, but above all other 
qualities, he brings to my mind 
the definition of The True 
Gentleman which was learned

high school seniors are now 
formulating plans to enroll in 
colleges, universities and trade 
schools, 

“Many of these youths,” 
remarked Head, “are entitled 
to educational benefits based 
upon the wartime military 
service of their parents under 
what’s commonly referred to 
as the ‘Alabama GI Bill’.” 

Head pointed out that these 


benefits available under the 
laws of the State of Alabama, 
are in addition to those 
provided under the laws 
administered by the US.

The Director stated that 
Alabama provides free tuition 
and instructional fees in all 
state-supported institutions of 
higher learning and state trade 
schools, To be eligible, a 
person must be the child of a 
veteran with wartime service in 
World War One, World War 
Two, the Korean Conflict or 
the Vietnam Era, or who had 
extra - hazardous service during 
certain peacetime periods. 

The veteran- parent must 
have been a permanent resident 
of the State of Alabama for at 
least one year immediately 
preceding his entry into 
service, and who: 

1. Died in, or as a result of 
wartime service; or 

2. Had a wartime service - 
connected disability of 40 
percent or more at time ‘of 
death, regardless of the cause 
of death; or 

3. If still living, has a 
wartime service - connected 
disability of 4Q percent or 
more; or 

4. Incurred 40 percent or 
more disability or died during 
certain peacetime periods a 
result of extra - hazardous 
service. 

A child of a service 
connected permanently and 
totally disabled veteran who 
was not a permanent resident 
prior to entry into service may 
qualify if such veteran has been 
a bona- fide resident of 
Alabama for five years 
immediately prior to filing of 
the application; or for five 


years immediately prior to 
death, if the veteran is 
deceased, 


Head cautioned that the 
application for a child must be 
filed prior to reaching age 23 
and under no circumstances 
can benefits be continued after 
age 30. 

Those planning on entering 
the armed services after 
graduation and plan to 
continue their education after 
discharge should make 
application prior to entry into 
service in order to protect their 
entitlement, 

Head added that in addition 
to the childrens’ entitlement, 
wives and unremarried widows 
may also qualify. 


The Alabama GI Bill is 
administered by the Alabama 


Department of Veterans’ 
Affairs. Bill Clark Veterans

Final, 
detailed population figures will 
be issued from Washington 
later this year after returns 
have been tabulated by the 
Census Bureau's electronic 
computers. 

The importance of a 
complete count was stressed by 
the District Manager, He 
pointed out that the 
population figures compiled in 
the current census must stand 
as Official until the next 
Federal census.

NUTRITIONAL QUACKERY 


The other day an acquaintance 
said to me: “So what's the harm 
in a little quackery? We've had 
medicine men in this country 
since the white man came to 
America.” 


I know what the man means. In 
fact, if one recalls the amusing 
stories of O’Henry, the idea of 
the traveling huckster putting one 
over on the local folks, or vice 
versa, evokes thoughts of the good 
old days when America was less 
troubled than now 

But nutritional quackery, which 
is rampant today as ever, if not 
more so, presents real dangers 
which few people may realize. 

There are at least five ways the 
consumer can be directly affected 
by nutritional quackery 
1, It can destroy confidence in 
sound advice. Think of the diets 
that are promoted that don't work, 
that people can't stay on, We hear 
of diets to do away with “monthly 
tensions.” Then, there is a so- 
called “macrobiotic diet.” The lat- 
ter contains nothing but brown 
rice. It is claimed it offers spirit- 
ual enlightenment and that it will 
cure all illnesses past and present 
Generally, such a diet is most 
often harmless, except for its de- 
Struction of confidence, because 
people will not tolerate it for a 
very long period of time. Those 
who do remain on it, die. Thus, 
at minimum, such diet advice may 
cause people to suspect even le- 
gitimate advice on nutrition 


2. Nutritional quackery can be- 
come an economic burden. Every- 
day, it seems, more people are 
tricked into spending extra money 
for special foods costing more 
money. The economic burden is 
even greater when they buy sup- 


plements or drugs, many of which 
don't even offer calories or any 
form of nourishment 
3. It can lead to dietary imbalance, 
frank malnutrition, and at times, 
to death. This can occur when 
following the claims of self-styled 
nutritionists that certain combina- 
tions of foods are harmful, such 
as carbohydrates with proteins 
and fats. Sometimes well educated 
people believe this nonsense. 
Many doctors, even, have been 
misled. And, in my opinion, the 
unproven theories about the dan- 
gers of cholesterol-containing 
foods are in this category 
4. Quackery can delay proper ther- 
apy of disease It is truly tragic 
when a person is led to believe a 
cure is possible through some 
trick scheme or nutritional ap- 
proach. A cancer, for example, 
that is too far gone when a doctor 
is finally consulted can be no 
longer surgically curable and 
death results needlessly 
5. Quackery can cause a host of 
hay symptoms, at times 

eading to death Here I have 
mostly in mind the current rage 
for diet pills, Death occurred, for 
example, in a 19 year old boy on 
a weight reducing regimen of thy- 
roid, digitalis, amphetamines and 
diuretics. The side effects of these 
drugs can be monstrous and can 
occur from very small doses, in 
deed 

What this country needs is more 
education on the dangers of nu- 
tritional quackery, strong pro 
grams by medical societies and 
Better Business Bureaus warning 
consumers, and action by the Food 
and Drug Administration in re 
moving harmful products from 
the market place

All is not confusion and 
protest in Washington. 

Last week | testified again 
before the Appropriations 
Committees of the Senate and 
House of Representatives in 
behalf of funds to develop and 
improve the rivers and 
harbours of Alabama during 
the next fiscal year which 
begins on July 1, 1970. The 
Presidential budget earmarks 
nearly $25 million for Alabama 
waterway projects during the 
1971 fiscal year. 


Alabama has been 
generously blessed with having 
the largest and finest system of 
natural waterways in the 
United States, The potential of 
these giant river basins is 
national in scope. Their full 
development will contribute 
mightily to the economy of 
Alabama and to the strength 
and security of our country. 

Alabama’s wealth in water 
can broadly be described as 
consisting of four main river 
systems: The Tennesee, The 
Coosa - Alabama, The Warrior - 
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Tombigbee, and The 
Chattahoochee - Apalachicola. 
In addition, the last important 
link in America’s inland 
waterway system is now within 
reach as a result of the budget 
request of $1,000,000 to begin 
construction of the long - 
awaited Tennessee - Tombigbee 
project. 

To get an idea of the many 
benefits awaiting us upon the 
full development of Alabama’s 
vast water resources, one 
merely has to look to the 
amazing transformation that 
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ha$ been wrought in the great 
Tennessee Valley. In less than 
four decades we have seen the 
flood waters of the Tennessee 
River converted from a 
recurring menace to life and 
property into a national asset. 

For any water resource 
development program to be 
successful it must combine the 
efforts of everyone 
government at the federal, 
State and local level;

Alabama Power lets 
$500,000 contract 


A $500,000 contract to 
excavate the foundation for a 
steam electric generating unit 
of approximately 850,000 
kilowatts at Wilsonville was 
announced today by Alabama 
Power Co'npany. 

Alan R, Barton, senior 
vice-pr:sident of the company, 
said the contract went to 
Standard Construction 
Company, Columbus, Georgia, 
the low bidder. Work will begin 
this week and is expected to be 
completed by November |, 
Approximately 100,000 cubic 
yards of earth and 60,000 
cubic yards of roek will be 
excavated under the contract. 

The new unit, larger than 
any now in service on the 


company’s system, will be 
installed at the Ernest C. 
Gaston Steam Plant of 


Southern Electric Generating 
Company (SEGCO) at 
Wilsonville. Alabama Power 
and Georgia Power Companies 

- which are members of The 
Southern Company system - - 
each owns 50 percent of 
SEGCO and is entitled to one 
half the plant’s present

capacity of one_ million 
kilowatts, The new unit will be 
owned by Alabama Power, 

The Alabama Public Service 
Commission has issued a 
certificate of convenience and 
necessity for the unit as well as 
for two internal combustion 
generating units of 
approximately 60,000 
kilowatts at Barry Steam Plant 
near Mobile, 

The new SEGCO unit, 
which will be coal-fired, is 
scheduled for commercial 
operation in 1974, 

Mr. Barton said the unit will 
be equipped with electrostatic 
precipitators to remove more 
than 98 percent of the flyash 
and stack discharge. Plans also 
call for installation of cooling 
towers to avoid discharging any 
significant amounts of heated 
water from the plant’s 
condensers into the Coosa 
River, Mr. Barton added, 

He estimated that the new 
unit will require about 2,5 
million tons of coal annually, 
SEGCO’s existing units 
consume a total of 3.2 million 
tons per year,

get favorable Shelby vote 


George Wallace carried the 
governor's race in Shelby 
County by more than 1,000 
votes over Governor Albert 
Brewer. 

Unofficial returns added 
hurriedly on election night put 
the county vote at 6,202 for 
Wallace and 5,102 for Brewer. 

In the top local race, for the 
office of Circuit Clerk, Kyle 
Lansford edged ahead of Sara 
Ozley to win by an unofficial 
count of 5,527 to 5,270. Mrs. 
Ozley carried Beat 4, the 
Montevallo boxes, by 809 to 
593. She also won in Beat |, 
Columbiana and in the Siluria, 
Alabaster, Pelham and Helena 
boxes. Lansford’s strength in 
Harpersville, Westover and 
Vincent was sufficient to win, 
however. He carried Calera by 
only 10 votes. 

Lynder Henry of Alabaster 
will be the new member of the 
county commission from 
District Two. The office was 
formerly called the Board of 
Revenue. Henry defeated his 
opponent, Ed Daviston of Pea 
Ridge, by the unofficial count 
of 2,200 to 1,914. Incumbent E. 
C. “Buck” Wooten did not 
seek re-election. Calera’s boxes 
favored Henry, and he received 
a heavy lead in the 
Alabaster-Siluria boxes. 
Daviston’s strength was in his 
home box of Pea Ridge, which 
he carried 247 to 14, and in 
Montevallo and Dogwood. 

In District Four for the 
County Commission, I. D. 
Stone of Westover came out 
ahead of the incumbent, Alton 
Parker, by 165 votes. The 
count was 875 to 710 in this 


close race. Parker carried 
Vandiver, Sterrett and 
Dunnavant, but Stone led in 
the Harpersville, Vincent and 
Cresswell boxes. 

Shelby County went heavily 
for Jere Beasley for lieutenant 
governor, giving him 6,668 
votes over 4,000 for his 
opponent, Hugh Morrow, 

J. T. ‘‘Jabo” Waggoner 
received 5,039 Shelby County 
votes, putting him ahead of 


Juanita McDaniel’s 4253 votes 
in the race for the Public 
Service Commission, 

On the assumption that all 
persons who voted Tuesday 
cast a ballot for the office of 
governor, this would mean that 
a total of 11,304 persons voted 
in the county Tuesday. This is 
a decided increase in turn out 
over the primary of May 5 
when the totals showed that 
10,756 persons cast ballots. 


Oak Mtn. Park bids 
rejected....too high 


“Not acceptable” was the 
Opinion of the State 
Department of Conservation 
on the bids submitted for 
various improvements at Oak 
Mountain State Park. 

Bids were opened on May 8 
for construction of the first 
major improvements at the 
park under the park 
improvement plan financed by 
a statewide bond issue. 

The bids were turned down, 
apparently because they were 
higher than the Division of 
Parks thought they should be. 
At least 17 construction 
companies bid on _ various 
phases of the many 
improvements called for in this 
bid-letting. 

The planning firm of James 
R. Franklin of Chattanooga 
drew up the overall plans for 
development of Oak Mountain 
Park, Rust Engineering 


Company of Birmingham has 


provided engineering designs 
for construction of the various 
improvements, 

The recent bid-letting was 
for a dam, spillway and site 
work at various locations, 

Engineers and park 
personnel are now going over 
the plans studying ways the 
projects can be re-designed to 
provide for less expensive 
construction. 

It was originally hoped by 
State park leaders that the 
improvements could be 
completed for the 1971 
summer season. However, 
various delays have occured, 
the most serious being the 
precipitous rise in interest rates 
on the bond issue. 

Voters approved a bond 
issue of $43,000,000 in 1967, 
but the increased interest rates 
since that time may reduce the 
capital available for use to 
$41,000,000.

“Prison Hill” in Aldrich. This 
cemetery was the burying 
place of prisoners who died 
while in prison at Aldrich 
during the years 1914 - 1928. 
The graves have sunken and 
trees have overtaken some of 
them and it seems that no one 
has been there since 1928. The 
one and only tombstone is still 
standing. The Commissioner of 
the Board of Corrections 
informed me that they did not 
have any responsibility 
regarding the cemetery at 
Aldrich. These people are the 
forgotten ones even by their 
own decendants. As a so called

S.M. (Red) Mahan, Sr., 
Montevallo’s Main Street 
historian, gives the following 
background on the sign and the 
business: 


“In 1926, what is now a 
building, was a breeze way 
about six feet wide between 
two existing buildings. The 
property was owned by the 
late C, L. Meroney. He put two 
ends, a loft and a floor in this 
breeze way and had a building. 


“He rented it to the late 
P.D.D. Pendletan (more 
affectionately known as P. D. 
Dam Pendleton) for jewelry 
shop. P. D. operated thereuntil 
some time in 1934, when he 
moved his business to his 


home, P, D. was also rural mail 
carrier out of Montevallo, 


“The building was then 
rented to Mr. Virgil Cook (the 
brother of Mrs. R.B, 
Galloway), who put in an 
eating place and called it “The 
Wiggle Inn”, The boys about 
town (we had such animals at 
that time) added to it and 
called it the Wiggle Inn and 
Wobble Out. 


‘*Mr. Cook operated the 
cafe about two years and then 
moved to Birmingham, 


It was used for an office by 
the Montevallo Lumber 
Company for several years, and 
the late Dr, T. H. Napier, after 
retiring as Dean from Alabama 
College, rented it for an 
insurance office and operated 
there until his death in 1961, 

“Then Mrs. Jim Vernon and 
her sister put in a cosmetic and 
beauty shop. After she moved 
next door, her husband ran a 
barber shop there.” 


Spears and A.S, Raburn of 
Birmingham plan to sell Koscot 
Kosmetics from the shop after 
remodeling is completed, 


Spears said he was 
undecided whether he would 
paint over the sign or to cover 
it back up with a sheet of 
plywood,

Swimming at Oak Mtn. Park 
creates wide controversy

“Who's responsible for law 
enforcement at a state park?” 
This seems to be the question 
to be resolved before Oak 
Mountain State Park’s 
recreational facilities will again 
be fully used, 

Mrs, C. B, Sydes, who holds 
a contract with the state for 
Operating boat rentals, 
concessions and swimming 
fees, has stated she will not 
open the lake for swimming 
until more law enforcement is 
provided, 

The park has drawn 
increasing numbers of visitors 
since the first lake in the new 
areca was opened in 1955, 
Busloads of persons pour into 
the area on weekends and 
holidays to take advantage of 
the beautiful location for 
outdoor recreation. 

The crowds however, have 
tended to become unruly at 
times and this summer, 
drinking has created several 
problems, Mrs, Sydes notes, 
Two youths were involved in a 
shooting scrap two weeks ago,

but the wounded youth has 
not filed any charges. 

Shelby County Sheriff C, P. 
“Red” Walker shakes his head 
over the size of the problem. 
“We spend more time patroling 
the park area than any other 
comparable part of the 
county,” he said Monday, “We 
simply do not have the men to 
keep one there all the time, 
This county is growing so*fast, 
patroling with the force I have 
is like plowing 40 acres with a 
one-eyed mule,” 

Sheriff Walker notes that a 
deputy is within five to 15 
minutes of the park at all times 
and the department frequertly 
answers direct calls from the 
patk.

Cycle of German measles 
predicted to occur this year 


Although rubella, o: 
German measles as it is 
commonly called, is a 
relatively mild disease in 
children, an expectant mother 
has a 50-50 chance of 
delivering a defective child if 
she is infected with the disease 
during the first three months 
of pregnancy. 


Dr. Harold Klingler, 
director of the Bureau of 
Maternal and Child Helath of 
the Alabama Department of 
Public Health, notes that while 
some cases of rubella occur 
each year, wide-spread 
epidemics usually occur in the 
United States every six to nine 
years. 


“Our last major epidemic in 
this country was in 1964,” Dr. 
Klingler points out. “And as a 
result of that epidemic, some 
20,000 to 30,000 infants were 


born with severe birth 
defects.” 

The U.S. Public Health 
Service has estimated that if 
the six to nine-year cycle 
persists, this country can 


expect to see another increase 
in the German measles case 
load as early as 1970. 


“Some of the commonly 
recognized birth defects of 
rubella have been identified as 
cataracts, cardiovascular 
defects, deafness, and mental 
retardation,” Dr. Klingler 
explains, “Preventing infection

Check by mailmen 


Final step of 1970 census underway 


One of the final steps in the 
1970 census in rural and small 
city areas of the southern 
States -- a check by mailmen 
-- is now under way, according 
to the U.S, Department of 
Commerce’s Bureau of the 
Census, 

The °70 census was taken by 
two methods: by mail-out and 
mail-back of questionnaires in 
most major metropolitan areas 
and by census takers in the rest 
of the United States. The latter 
procedure entailed the mailing 
out of questionnaires and 
subsequent visits by census 
takers who would pick up 
filled-in forms or, lacking this, 


interview families while 
following a house-to- house 
route, 


Canvassing in the 
metropolitan areas required 
checking of addresses by postal 
employees before the mailout. 
A similar step is now being 
taken by mailmen following 
the visits by census takers. 


This is the procedure: When 
census district offices 
completed their preliminary 
counts, they turned over to the 
post office a set of white cards 
listing every address canvassed. 
The mailmen, in turn, check 
these addresses against the

Progress made on obscenity law 


BY SENATOR JIM ALLEN 

Early last year I introduced 
legislation in the Senate which 
seeks to curb the flow of 
pornographic materials through 
the mails and through other 
channels of inter-state 
commerce. Since then-and 
before- Alabamians have given 
unswerving support for 
enactment and enforcement of 
a strong anti- obscenity law. 

Therefore it is gratifying for 
me to be able to report that 
progress - - even though all too 
slow - - is being made. 

Congressional determination 


to clamp down on the peddlers 
of filth was firmly 
demonstrated just a few weeks 
ago when the House of 
Representatives -- by an 
overwhelming vote of 375 to 8 
~~ passed a bill which will plug 
some of the holes in the law 
through which obscenity 
dealers have been selling their 
materials. 

The measure, which is 
similar to one of the provisions 
of my bill, requires the 
Postmaster General to 
maintain, and keep current, a 
list of names and addresses of

displays. Five years ago there 


between $500 million and $2 
billion a year, 

Much of the blame for the 
disgraceful growth of this 
business can be laid at the door 
of a liberal Warren Supreme 
Court which refused time and 
again to uphold convictions of 
law violators, 


But the day of reckoning is 
coming. Under the guidance of 
Chief Justice Burger, recent 
Supreme Court rulings have 
upheld the efforts of individual 
states to determine their own 
definitions of obscenity, With 
the addition to the Court of 
Justice Blackmun, the 
prospects are even brighter that 
the Nation’s highest court will 
stand behind the efforts of 
Congress and of the States in 
bringing a stop to this evil. 

We have the know how, the 
intelligence and the resources 
to stamp out this pollution 
which is enslaving our society 
and helping to corrupt the 
youth of our Country.
